Chester, it is declared, escaped from 
the police in Kansas City after a desper- 
ate fight, in which he is said to have 
wounded a policeman. In Gertrude, Okla., 
while escaping he is said by the police to 
have shot and seriously wounded a police- 
man. 

Chester has been in Chicago but a few 
days, coming here from Memphis, Tenn., 
but since his arrival here he is said to 
have forged cheaks on over a dozen mer- 
chants, the amounts varying from $10 to

UNITED STATES HAS REFUSED. 


Declines To Join in Guaranteeirg the 
Chinese Bonds. 
Washington, June 10.—The government 
has formally communicated to the for- 
eign powers the impossibility of joining 
in a joint guarantee for the payment of 
the Chinese indemnity. The difficulties 
in the way of such an arrangement are 
set forth in the communication, particu- 
larly those relating to the constitutional 
restrictions on the president in making 

a joint guarantee of this character. 
In view of the determination of the 
United States not to be a party to a 
joint guaranty there is anxiety shown 
in diplomatic circles as to the outcome 
on the quéstion of indemnities. One 
view is that the majority of the powers 
being favorable to a joint guaranty. will 
execute this joint instrument, and there- 
after carry on a concert of their own. 
In that event it is said the United States 
would arrange directly with China as to 
the American portion of the indemnity. 
The representatives of most of the 
European powers do not believe that a 
resort to The Hague tribunal as pro- 
posed by the United States will be ac- 
ceptable to their governments.

Flowers Tells About the Girl. 

“We adtiopted Berta,” stated Flowers, 
“because my Wife wanted some 
help her with the baby. That was over 
two years ago. We moved to Atlanta, 
pnd at first lived at 62 Houston street. 
Then we moved out here on Dr. Link’s 
farm, where I have been running a dairv. 
We tried to treat Perta right. She was 
sometimes dissatisfied, and talked about 
going away. My wife went to Jackson 
last Wednesday morning. In the after- 
noon I was busy about the farm. My 
wife had left the baby with me. I saw 
Berta driving calves to the barn. That 
was about 3:15 o’clock Wednesday after- 
noon. i went to the house, and shurtly 
afterwards Jethro English, my hired ne- 
gro help, came to the house after a plow 
point.

The Finding of the Body. 

Judas Parker told the jury about the 
finding of the body. 

He said he was out hunting ferns, 
which he sold in Atlanta. . 

“T always follow the creeks and 
branches,” he said. “‘This morning I 
started out about daylight. It was 5 
o’clock when I came to a part of the 
creek a quarter of a mile from East lake, 
which was covered up with thick bushes 
and briers. I pushed my way through 
the undergrowth and was about to 
gather a handfull of ferns when I saw 
something floating in the water. I push- 
ed it with a stick and when it moved I 
saw it was a child's body. Only a leg 
and an arm were showing. The face was 
out of sight. If I had not been looking 
for ferns I would never have gone into 
such a place, and the person who hid 
that body picked out the most obscure 
hole in the county and I know all the 
creek bottoms for miles around. It was 
well hidden and the murderer thought 
he had covered up his tracks. I notified 
Dr. Link and Mr. Flowers. I had heard 
of the child being missing and it oc- 
curred to me at once that I had found 
Berta Jackson's dead body.”’ 

Mrs. Flowers as a Witness. 

Mrs. Flowers took the stand and she 
corroborated her husband about the his- 
tory of the child. She was asked if she 
suspected any one, and if s0, whom? 

‘Tl did suspect one person at first,’’ she 
said, “but now I do not think he is 
guilty.”’ 

‘‘Who is that?’’ she was asked. 

“T refer to the negro Jethro English,”’ 
she replied. ‘It looked to me at first as 
if he might have committed the crime, 
but since I have heard the evidence I 
do not think he had anything to do with 
it. The affair is a deep mystery to me.’’ 

Jethro English was put on the stand 
and he told about the child coming into 
the fleld Wednesday afternoon. 

“T asked her to hold the horse,’ he 
stated, “‘until I could go after a new 
plow point, and when I came back she 
left the field and went toward the house. 


That was the last time I saw her.’’ 


Several neighbors were sworn as wit- 
nesses to testify to the relations of 
Berta and her adopted parents. The evi- 
dence was that she was scolded some- 
times, but Was never roughly treated. 

Mrs. Flowers added to her statement 
that she had searched the entire house 
after she came home to look for some 
clew by which she might ascertain 
whether or not Berta had run away. 

‘“T searched closely,” she stated, ‘‘and 
I found no evidence of any crinmie having 
been committed in the house. I am cer- 
tain Berta was not killed at home.”’ 

The inquest had been held in Flowers’s 
house. At 1 o’clock the jury adjourned 
to meet again in the Decatur courthouse 
at 6 o’clock. The ordinary ordered the

Inquest Is Riesumed. 

At 7 o’clock last night the coroner’s 
jury resumed the inquest. at the county 
court house in Decatur. 

Flowers was again put on the stand 
and was closely questioned by Attornev 
Hooper Alexander, who. represented the 
prow in the investigation. 

The enly new matter brought out was

a statement by Flowers that he found 
a hammer in the field. 

“While I was searching for Berta,’’ 
he stated, “I found a hammer in the 
field which I had left in the house. I ex- 
amined the hammer closely.’’ 

“Why .did you examine it?’’ 
asked. : 

“IT thought perhaps Berta had been 
struck with it,’’ he replied. ‘I suspect- 
ed foul play of some kind, and in mv 
anxiety I examined all the evidence that 
came to hand. There was nothing on 
the hammer, however.”’ 

When asked about his search for the 
girl, Flowers gaid: 

‘I went all over the house and inspect- 
ed the basement closely. I even looked 
behind boxes and barrels. I did not 
know but what some one had entered 
the house and attacked her.”’ 

The negro, Jethro English, who had 
been brought from Atlanta, was exam- 
ined. The witness was questioned princi- 
pally about the negro, Matt Strickland, 
who had worked on the fafm adjoining 
that of Flowers. 

Strickland stated, after Berta 
was missing, that he had seen her in the 
field with English. 

“I Knew Strickland when I saw him,” 
Stated the witness. “I think I saw him 
in his field on the afternoon Berta was 
missing. I knew nothing about Strick- 
land’s character, either good or bad.”’ 

Matt Strickland was placed on the 
Witness stand to tell what he knew about 
Jethro English. 'He stated that he saw 
Berta Flowers in the field Wednesday 
afternoon with Engiish, and saw her 
holding the horse. 

“The last time I saw the little girl,’’ 
Stated Strickland, ‘was when she was 
walking toward the barn.”’ 

If the jury suspected any particular 
person or persons of having committed 
the crime they did not show it by the 
questions they asked the witnesses. The 
jurors appeared to be at sea and the 
further they got into the case the deeper 
the mystery seemed. 

At 11 o'clock last night the jury ada- 
journed without reaching any decision. 
Another meeting will be held next Wed- 
nesday, when a@ verdict will probably be 
reached. 

Flowers’s Visit to the Police. 

The police of Atlanta are making some 
notes of Flowers’s two visits to the bar- 
racks. 

Thursday night about 7 o’clock Flow- 
ers stepped up to the desk of the station 
sergeant and told about the missing 
child. Station Sergeant Braselton wrote 
the following in his ‘books of local rec- 
ords, which was read out to all the po- 
lice: 

“Look out for Berta Jackson, young 
white girl, eleven years old, blue dress, 
sailor hat. Ran away from her home. 
Notify R. 8. Flowers, Decatur, Ga.”’ 

Saturday night Flowers was again at 
the police barracks and asked if any- 
thing had been heard of his adopted 
daughter. He was informed that a run- 
away girl, about the age and size of his 
daughter, had been found and taken to 
the Home for the Friendless. 

Call Officer Covington telephoned the 
home for him and at his request asked 


how long the girl’s hair was. The reply 
was that it was down to her shoulders. 
“Then that is not my daughter,” said 
Flowers, ‘‘for her hair was cit only a 
short while ago and it is short.’’ 
The runaway girl at the home turned 
out to be the daughter of a mill hand. 
Flowers is a tall man With a light, 
short mustache and is well educated, 
having taught school several years ago. 
He is about thirty-three years of age. 
The Victim of the Tragedy. 
Roberta Jackson, or Berta Flowers, 
was smal]! for her age and appeared to 
be about nine or ten years old. No one 
knew her exact age. Flowers*says he 
always believed she was older than the 
people in Jackson thought her to be. 
The child whose young life ended in 
such a tragic manner haa a strange his- 
tory. Who her parents are nobody 
knows. Some one told her about her 
past life and made her believe she was 
the daughter of rich people and had 
been stolen. She talked about this a 
great deal and her adopted parents \say 
it made her morose and dissatisfied.

DESPERATE FIGHT 


Une Desperado Fights Eighteen 
White Men, 


DUEL BEGAN IN A FIELD 


Outlaw Flees to H's Howse and 
Shoots Until He Is Killed. 
During the Encounter a 
Prominent Citizen Was 
Dangerously Hurt.

The negro after 
several shots turned and fied to his 
house close by and succeeded in getting 
inside unhurt, although some eighteen 
shots had been hurled at him. 

The deputies ‘left 2 guard and at once 
summoned a About fifteen white 
citizens responded readily. They § sur- 
rounded the cabin and the desperate 
African deliberately came out, winches- 
ter in hand,*«and began (firing at the 
posse. When he had consumed what 
ammunition he had on hand he turned 
and ran back into the house. 

At this juncture the word was given 
and the crowd closed in rapidly, reaching 
the hut just as the negro began firing 
again from the interior. The doors and 
windows were quickly broken open. In 
one minute over twenty pistol shots were 
fired, about twenty taking effect in the 
body of the desperate negro. He was 
dead even before the first of the party 
reached him.

So many people have been in and cut 
of the vaults where the records are’ kept 
that !t would be folly to attempt to point 
the finger of suspicion at any particular 
one. While the clerk of the county com- 
missioners is supposed to be custodian 
solely of the minute took, whicn is mu- 
tilated, it is a well-known fact that this 
book is kept in the same vault with other 
cvurt records and county records, and it 
is customar; here, as elsewhere, to allow 
attorneys and others to look over these 
recoris at various times without a special 
watch being kept on their movements. It 
is also customary to allow all parties whs 
have matters on record the privilege cf 
examining the same wherever such can 
be done without injuring any one, an! 
this custom of accommodation acco'ints in 
a large measure for the number of peopls 
who have had access to the books. It is 
fair to presume also that afttornevs for 
the county as well as attorneys for the 
defense in the case against former Prison 
Commissioner Jacob L. Beach have had 
access to the bock which has been mu- 
tilated, and it would be as fair to charge 
one side as another with having done the 
work. Then, again, there is a question as 
to the relative value of the mutilated pase 
in the way of evidence against Mr. Beaca, 
and it might not be so imrortant after all. 
Probably the least concerned man _ in 
Glynn county, so far as the trial is con- 
cerned, is the defendant in this suit. Mr. 
Reecn has all along denied most emphat- 
ically- ‘nat he was ever a party to any 
effort to embezzie funds or their equiva- 
lent in bonds cr anything else from Glynn 
county, and his absolute confidence in be- 
ing acquitted is shured by a large number 
of Brunswickians. There does not scem to 
be any denial made to the allegation that 
Mr. Beach, while a ounty officer, ob- 
tained and sold a2 large amount of old 
Glynn county bonds, but his friends al- 
lege that any transactions that might 
have occurred in that respect Were purely 
ef a business nature. As the time for the 
trial Ccraws near, the _ friends <. My.

The county 
has employed Attgrney M-eldrim, Sa- 
vannah, to assist in the prosecution, while 
Atkinson and Dunwody will conduct the 
defense.

SHE 1S WELL RECEIVED 


New Ordinances Are Presented and 
Reports. of Committee Are 
Submitted to the Meet-. 
ing—Not Very Much 
Work Done. 


Montgomery, Ala., June 10.—(Special.)— 
The announcement that Miss Frances 
Griffin would today address the consti- 
tutional convention on woman suffrage, 
crowded the galery to suffocation. Near- 
ly all‘of-the spectators were ladies, and 
their presence to hear their right to vote 
argued was construed to mean that fe- 
male suffrage is on a boom in Montgom- 

The convention did not convene until 12 
o'clock andl was opened with prayer by 
Rev. W. F. Gay, the famous pastor of 
the Adams Street Baptist church, who 
believes in divine healing and ;ractices it. 

Mr. G. H. Malone, of Henry, vave no- 
tice Saturday that he would on Monday 
and thereafter object to all leaves of ab- 
sence, but he had thought better of it 
and he was silent while requests came 
thick and fast. 

Judge Coleman, chairman of the com- 
mittee on suffrage, said he saw it in the 
papers that Miss Frances Griffin wou'd 
address the committee on woman suffrage. 
He desiresi to say the committee knew 
nothing about it and there was no au- 
thority. for such a statement, 

“The committee has something else to 
do,” said Governor Oates. 

On call of the roll for introduction of 
ordinances the following were forthcom- 
ing: 

By Mr. Davis, of Etowah—That a nan 
cannot waive exemptions of his home- 
stead to the extent of forty acres and 
$100 worth of kitchen and household fur- 
niture. 

By Mr. Haley, of Winston—No new 
county shall be formed of less area than 
400 square miles or with iess than 7,500 
population. 

By Mr. Harrison, of Lee—Limiting mu- 
nicipal taxation to 3 per cent of the tax 
values. 

By Mr. Long, of Walker—That no judge 
shall hdve power to remit any fine or 
forfeiture below the minimum fixed by 
law. | 

By Mr. O'Neill, of Jefferson--That no 
city shall levy a license tax where the 
state does not. and it shall not exceed 
per cent of the state tax. Also—Munici- 
palities shall accept state amd county 
values for taxation un personal as well 
as real property. Also—Creating a state 
board of equalization of taxes to consist 
of five members to be elected by the peo- 
ple.. 

By General Sanford, of Montgomery— 
That no person owing allegiance to any 
foreign government or potentate shall own 
or inherit real estate in Alabama. 

By Mr. Watts, of Montgomery—No cor- 
poration shall be organized until three- 
fourths of,the stock has been subscribed 
and paid in. 

By Mr. Williams, of Marengo—To ex- 
éempt $1,000 of the property of widows of 
confederate soldiers from taxation. 

By Governor Oates—To prevent an ;n- 
_Crease of the state debt and limiting tem- 
_ porary loans to $200,000. Also—To provide 
for refunding the state debt at not ex- 
ceeding 4 per cent. To provide for the 
issue of $42,000 of bonds at 3% per ccnt, 
the money to be used in extearding the 
wings of the capitol building and other- 
wise improving it, and to buy the south 
half of the capitol block at private sale 
or condemnation. 

The committee on executive department, 
Governor Jones chairman, reported 
amendments to its article now on the cal- 
endar. It fixes state elections in August, 
as now; regulates cases where the sanity 
of the governor is questioned.

AT EMORY COLLECE 


Affirmative Side Wins After a 
Delermined Fight 


MEDALS ARE =~ AWARDED 


Atlanta Students Carry Off a Ma- 
jority of the Prizes, Though 
a Prominent Floridan Comes 
in for a Good 
Medal. 


Emory College, Oxford, Ga., June 10.— 
(Special.)\—The champion debate at Emo- 
ry was one of the best and most spirited 
ever held between the two societies. The 
question discussed was: 

‘Resolved, That state prohibition is the 
best solution to the liquor problem in 
Georgia.”’ 

Those who spoke were: Affirmative, J. 
C. G. Brooks, Stev-art Roberts and Oscar 
-Lot Wozencraft; negative, Charles L. 
Redding and Edwin A. Rogers. Howard 
E. Elder, who was to speak for the 
negative, was called away on urgent bus- 
iness a few days ago and was unable 
to return in time for the debate. He is 
one of the best debaters of the college 
and his absence was quite a blow to the 
negative, but the other two men did their 
part nobly and there was no lack of in- 
terest and uncertainty in the discussion. 

Mr. Brooks, the first speaker for the af- 
firmative, onened with an exposition of the 
extent of the evil of the whisky traffic 
in the state. the cost to the state to care 
for the insane persons and_ criminals 
caused by whisky. He then stated the af- 
firmative would endeavor to establish 
that state prohibition is the best remedy 
for these evils. 

Mr. Redding on the negative began by 
stating that the present laws enforced 
would be better for the stat- than would 
State prohibition. In differing from the 
affirmative he did not advocate liquor. 
He made only a brief speech, saving his 
points for second speech. 

Mr. Roberts spoke second for the affir- 
mative and stated that under local op- 
tion crime had increased 50 per cent in 
Georgia. 

Mr. Redding followed Mr. Roberts and 
amplified some of the points stressed in 
his first speech. 

Mr. Wozencraft, of the affirmative, first 
considered the possibility of enforcing 
state prohibition in Georgia. He said that 
the conclusion as to enforcement should 
rest not upon the experience of any sin- 
gle state, but upon the preponderance of 
evidence considering all the states that 
have tried such plans. 

The debate was closed by Mr. Rogers, 
who spoke of the great advance that the 
State had made under the present local 
option system and said that it would be 
suicidal to the cause of prohibition to give 
up all that had been gained in order to 
attempt state prohibitten. 

The decision was awarded to the affir- 
mative.

WOMAN LAUCHS 


Mrs, Kennedy, Husband Slayer, 
Recovers Her Newe 


HUSBAND WON BY - PISTOL 


Additional Evidence That Kennedy 
Was Forced To Marty Her—As 
State’s Strongest Witness 
Was Speaking, the Pris- 
oner Laughed. 


— 


Kansas City, Mo., June 10.—The state in 
the case of Lulu Prince-Kennedy, on 
trial. for murdering her husband, rested 
this afternoon. Today the state adduced 
additional evidence to -preve its claim 
that Kennedy was forced to marry. Lulu 
Prince at the point of a revolver; that 
Will Prince furnished “the weapon and 
nerved her up to committing the crime; 
that the Princas c:®ispired to kill Ken- 
nedy and predicted the murder days be- 
fore it occurrred and that the woman's 
claim that she was in a delicate condition 
and shot her husband in a fit of tempor- 
ary insanity prod¢ced by this condition 


was untrue. 

Tomorrrow the defense: will begin. its 
testimony to show that Mrs. Kennedy in- 
herited insanity, that Kennedy had ruined 
her and that h‘s refusal to acklowledge 
her as his wife temporarily deprived her 
of her reason. Following this the state 
willl offer evidence to show that she was 
not a goog woman before she met Philip 
Kennedy. 

Mrs. Kennedy was pale when she en- 
tered court this morning and showed 
plainly the suffering she had endured 
since her collapse on Saturday. In the 
afternoon her condition seemed to im- 
prove. She prompted several questions 
asked by her attorneys and when Police 
Matron Moore, who proved one of the 
state’s strongest witnesses, took the #tand 
the prisoner laughed. 

To Prove Consp*‘racy. 

The first witnes produced today by the 
state was examined in an effort to prove 
that a conspiracy to kill Kennedy was 
hatched and carried out by the woman's 
father, two brothers and herself. Jack 
Caldwell testified to a conversation with 
Will Prince on the day following his sis- 
ter’s marriage at the courthouse to Ken- 
nedy, at which ceremony WIll Prince and 
his father were present. Will had re- 
lated the scene at the courthouse to wit- 
ness and told of Kennedy's saying when 
friends congratulated him: 

‘I will not be a live man three weeeks 
from today.” 

Prince had retorted: 

“Well, vou have prolonged your life by 
this marriage.” 

Prince had almost admitted to witness 
that the marrriage had been forced upon 
Kennedy. Then, later, when Prince and 
his father had called at Kennedy's office 
and tried to collect $40 for Mrs. Kennedy's 
board, Will Prince related to the witness 
that Kennedy had run out of the office 
and gone down stairs. He practically 
admitted that he and his father were 
armed at the time and that Kennedy was 
under the shadow of a gun. Kennedy 
had been married but a month when he 
was killed. Saturday it was ajduced that 
Bert Prince had forecasted the murder. 

A newspaper reported told of Mrs. Ken- 
nedy and her brother, Will, coming to 
his office after the marriage. Mrs. Ken- 
nedy wanted Kennedy ‘‘roasted in the pa- 
per,”” and Will had said that the mar- 
riage was forced to prevent Kennedy 
marrying another woman. 

The reporter told of a conversation 
with William Prince, and Prosecutor 
Hadley asked: “Did he say anything 
about any intimacy between the defend- 
ant and Philip Kennedy?’’ 

‘He did; he sald there had been no In- 
timacy.”’ 

Didn’t Want Her Jilted. 

E. J. Curtain testified to a conversation 
with C. W. Prince, the father, after the 
marriage. Prince had said: 

‘“T was not going to let this® man jilt 
mv daughter. If things don’t go :.ght 
you will have a good deal more sensation- 
al things t6 write alfvut.’’ 

Prince had mistaken Curtain for a re- 
porter. 4 

It is believed Will Prince furnished the 
revolver with which the woman killed 
Kennedy and accompanied her to near the 
scene of the killing, nerving her to the 
point of the crime. 

Mrs. Patti Moore, the police matron, 
who has had charge of the prisoner since 
her arrest, told how Mrs. Kennedy on 
her first night in jail described the kill- 
ing of her husband. .She had been calm 
and collected, said witness, and when her 
family arrived later they were rather 
happy than ofherwise. Mrs. Moore de- 
clared that during Mrs. Kennedy's five 
months in jail none of the symptoms of 
pregnancy had been evident.

Practically 
every civilized country in the world will 
be represented tomorrow when the con- 
vention is called to order in the exhibition 
hall: of *the Mechanics’ building, and it 
is confidentiy expected that there will be 
nearly five thousand delegates from the 
different associations in attendance dur- 
ing the six days the convention is in ses- 
sion.

Salina, Kas., June 10.—Professor Frank 
D. Tubbs, recently removed from the 
chair of natural sciences in the Wes- 
leyan university for alleged heresy, said 
today of his case: 

“I knew nothing 
ment to oust me until the thing 
was actually done.

WILL MACDOUGALD DYING 


At Late Haur He Was Not Expected 
To Survive the Night. 


SKETCH OF HIS BRIEF CAREER 


Will MacDougald Had Been Ill for 
a Long Time with Con- 
sumMion. 


At a late hour last night William .A. 
MacDougald, the brilliant young news- 
paper man, who has been ill for a long 
time with consumption was slowly sink- 
ing. and the attending physician axpress- 
ed grave doubts that the then thread 
which held him to life would last until 
morning. At best his death was deemed 
but a matter of a few hours. 
Dr. Stockard’s sanitarium, surounded h« 
loving relatives and friends who are grief 
stricken at this his last illness. 

The news of Will MacDougald’s critical 
condition made public in The Constitution 
yesterday morning was the cause of great 
sorrow throughout the city. Hiscircl eof 
friends was wide and each friend felt for 
him. an affectionate regard. Naturally 
magnetic, his profession brought him into 
contact with men in all walks of life. 
To meet him was to like him. To know 
him intimately as- members of his craft 
knew him was to love him. Expressions 
of regret were heard on all sides yester- 
dav. 

It is but slight vraise to say that Will 
MacDougald was the most brilliant voung 
newspaper man of his years In Atlanta— 
more, he was one of the 1..0st promising 
journalists in the country. Had his 
health continued robust. there is no 
height to which he might not have risen. 
Nor was his writing his chiefest claim 
to brilliancy. In conversation he tran- 
scended ordinary men. It was a genuine 
pleasure to hear him talk. There were 
times when each phrase that fell from 
his lips scintillated. His spoken words 
were as graphic as his written phrases. 

Mr. MacDougald began his newspaper 
career in Columbus in 1894 after leaving 
the University of Georgia. His first work 
was done on The Enoauirer-Sun. In a 
very short time his splendid abilities were 
appreciated and he was made city editor. 
In 1895 he came to Atlanta and reported 
the legislature for The Journal, doing 
some splendid work. In 189% he sought 
the wider field of New York, and for a 
short time was on the staff of The Even- 
ine Telegram. Returning to Atlanta in 
1897 he resumed work on The Journal. 
Prior to the war with Spain he went to 
Cuba and did special work. His articles 


| of this period were marked by a degree 


of graphic description which caused them 
to be widely copied and commented on. 
Shortly after his return from Cuba he 
was made news editor of The Journal. 

Mr, MacDougald returned to New York 
in 1898. It was in this year that his health 
gave way. He took two trips west in the 
hope that he might be benefited, but 
consumntion had fastened its grim hold 
unon him and his condition grew gradyal- 
ly worse. For some months past he has 
rapidly declined. 

William A. MacDougald was born in 
Columbus. His father was W. A. Mac- 
Dougald, one of the best known and most 
brilliant men in the south. His mother is 
Mrs. Emil-- .iacDougald. His brothers 
and sisters are—Duncan MacDougald, 
John F. MacDougald, .urs. Frank Harde- 
man and Miss Emily MacDougald.

Shirt waists will not. be worn by the 
mail carriers of the Atlanta postoffice

Major Smyth 
opposed the shirt waists, but he stated 
that he would abide by the wish of the 
majority of the carriers. 

Reports from other plags, where the 
shirt waist is worn by the mail carriers, 
indicated that they are not exactly the 
proper thing for the handlers of Uncle 
Sam’s mail, and the opposition develop- 
ed such strength that the carriers finally 
compromised @n the negligee shirt. A 
conference was held with Major Smyth 
and he informed the committee that neg- 
ligee shirts and open coats would be ac- 
ceptable to him. Heretofore the car- 
riers have not been compelled to wear 
vests during the summer months, but 
they were required to keep their coats 
buttoned. 

The new arrangement went into ef- 
fect yesterday and the carriers appear- 
ed on the streets in neat, cool negligee 
shirts and unbuttoned coats, which gives 
them a comfortable appearance.

EMPEROR AAS AGREED 
10 USE 00D OFFICES 


Alleged That Arbitration Court at 
The Hague Is at Work—Chan- 
cellor Von Buelow Makes 
a Statement Regarding 
the Matter. 


Berlin, June 10.—The Kleines Journal 
today prints a dispatch from The Hague 
Saying that Queen Wilhelmina’s recent 
visit here was meant to obtain Emperor 
William’s consent to end the South Afri- 
can war, both the zweibund and the 
dreibund being willing to do so through 
The Hague arbitration court, and that 
the emperor consented and the court be- 
gan work thereon. The dispatch has cre- 
ated a sensation here. 

The Associated Press has just obtained 
the following foreign office statement, 
Which is authorized by Count von Bue- 
low, the imperial chancellor: 

“Neither Great Britain, France nor Rus- 
Sia ever approached Germany to partici- 

te in any action aiming at ending the 
uth African war. Germany has all 
along distinguished between offering her 
good offices and intervention. To render 
her good offices would be possible if both 
parties to the war requested it; but it 
will be remembered that Great Britain 
only joined The Hague conference on con- 
dition that the Boer states were excluded. 
There is no doubt that Mr. Kruger, who 
is a serious statesman, came to Europe 
to obtain the good offices of several of 
the powers to end the war: but there is 
also no doubt that Great Britain does not 
want their good offices. At least, it is 
true that since the south African war 
began Great Britain has never, either ver- 
bally or in writing, confidentially or of- 
ficially, broached such an idea. It is quite 
pessible that the Boer side has now for- 
mally asked The Hague arbitration court 
to lend its aid to end the war somehow, 
and that the court has held a session re- 
ardimg the matter; but that, of course, 

Ss entirely different trom any _ serious 
steps to end the war.’’ 

Mrs. Botha To See Kruger. 

London, June 10.—The Sun hears that 
Mrs. Botha starts Wednesday for The 
Hague, where Mr. Kruger has been sum- 
moned to attend a conference of the Boer 
agents in Europe and the United States 
to consider the report Mrs. Botha has 
brought from her husband. in which he 
advises Mr. Kruger, as the constitutional 
head of the Transvaal, to sue for peace 
and the best terms obtainable. 

Lord Kitchener, in a dispatch from Pre- 
toria, under today’s date, says the num- 
fber of Boers killed, imprisoned or surren- 
dered during the last month totaled 2,640. 
From June Ist to June 9th twenty-six 
Boers were killed, four were wounded, 409 
were made prisoners and thirty-three sur- 
réndered, and 641 rifles, 115,550 rounds of

TO CHANGE DUTY ON SUGAR. 


Alterations Are Proposed in the 
House of Commons. 


Lordon, June 10.—The chancellor of the 
exchequer, Sir Michaels Hicks-Beach, in 
the hcuse cf commons today proposed al- 
terations in the sugar duty as follows:

FREE TRADE FOR PORTO RICO. 


Legislature Will Soon Be Called in 
Extra Session. 


San Juan, Porto Rico, Wednesday, June 
5.—Since Governor Allen has returned 
here he-has given the free trade problem 
earnest consideration. Treasurer Holland- 
er has presented him with a report show- 
ing in. detail the workings of his new 
revenue act. He shows that when the 
law. shall have gone into full force, July 
Ist; the island revenues will be sufficient 
for the island's maintenance without the 
customs duties on trade between Porto 
Rico and the United States. 

Were it known now that free trade 
would be declared on a given date the 
isiand sugar still unshipped would be 
cornered by speculators to the detriment 
of the planters.

It is safe to say that the legislature will 
be called to meet in extra session as soon 
after: July Ist as is practicable. 


To Keep Food from Boers. 

Cape Town, June 10.—The military au- 
thorities are enforcing stringent restric- 
tions in the distribution of foodstuffs 
northward from De Aar and southward 
from Bulawayo. Only essentials are 
permitted to be distributed, and these 
only in limited quantities, so as to de- 
prive the Boers of this source of supply.

DESPAIR DROVE 70 DEATH 


Former Consular Agent Stern Kills 
Himself in Germany. 


SENSITIVE ABOUT HIS RACE 


Imagined He Was Belittled by Emi- 
nent Americans Because He 
Was a Hebrew. 


Bamberg, Bavaria, June -.10.—Louis 
Stern, the former United States consular 
agent here, shot and killed himself today 
in the public gardens near the town. 

Berlin, June 10.—Mr. Stern’s consular 
services at Bamberg yielded excellent re- 
sults. He promoted exports of roofing 
slate to the United States and he also 
secured for Americans the contract for 
the Bamberg electric railway. He had 
suffered, however, under financial obli- 
gations incurred in St. Paul prior to his 
appointment. This embarassment great- 
ly depressed him, although it is under- 
stood that the difficulty was settled some 
time ago. 

Ultimately he got into a morbid and 
gloomy state of mind. He imagined that 
as a Hebrew his American colleagues in 
Germany disliked him and also that his 
Hebrew status prevented him from se- 
curing government promotion. On a cer- 
tain public occasion in Berlin a year ago 
Mr. Stern felt aggrieved at the tone of 
speeches made by two eminent Americans 
who were present. He thought the 
speakers meant to belittle him as a He- 
brew, all of which was purely imaginary. 
During the last twelve months this mor- 
bidness had grown into a settled melan- 
choly; and he entirely ceased consular 
work, except duties of a merely routine 
character. This resulted about a month 
ago in his recall. 

From that moment his moroseness in- 
creased, but he lingered in Bamberg, 
disregarding the advice of his friends 
that he should return to the United 
States, where a responsible position was 
open to him. He leaves a widow, but no 
children. It is understood that his ac- 
counts are, in a satisfactory condition. 


SIR WALTER BESANT IS DEAD. 


English Novelist Succumbs After a 
Week’s Illness. . 

London, June 10.—Sir Walter Besant, 
the novelist, died yesterday at his resi- 
dence in Hempstead, after a fortnight’'s 
iliness from influenza. He was born in 
1836. Besant was to have attended the 
Atlantic Union dinner tontght and pro- 
pose the toast to ‘English-speaking 
Communities.’’

JEALOUS, SHE KILLED. PRIEST. 


Father Macario Is Shot Dead in the

Mexico City, June 10.—A clerical sen- 
sation has been caused at San Geronimo, 
near the village of Otuiba. It is alleged 
that a Spanish priest named Macario had 
as a mistress a Senora Villa Vicencio. 
Transferring his affections to another 
woman his mistress, it is said, became 
madly jealous, and penetrating the church 
during the hour of’ confession shot the 
reverend gentleman aead on the spot. 
This assassination within the precincts of 
the church is said to be quite unparal- 
leled in the history’ of murders in this 
country. 


PORTER CHEERS JOHN BULL. 


‘Tariff Expert Says United States 


Can’t Compete Yet. 


London, June 10.—Robert P. Porter, 
speaking today before the Chesterfield 


| chamber of commerce on “The Epidemic 


of Industrial Pessimism tn th United 


Kingdom,”’ said: 

‘Tt is extremely doubtful whether the 
United States are prepared now to com- 
pete in the markets of the world in manu- 
facture except in iron and steel ma- 
chinery and the coarser grades of cotton 
goods. The tariff indicates that Ameri- 
can economists and statesmen don ot be- 
lieve the United States are yet able to 
take an industrial position by the side of 
Great Britain.’’ 

Mr. Porter expressed the opinion that 
Great Britain’s backwardness in electri- 
cal science ‘‘was due more to absurd .re- 
strictions and laws than to lack of en- 
terprise,’’ and he said that Great Brit- 
ain ‘‘needs bracing up in new, not old, 
industrial problems.”’ 

“Those who argue that Great Britaif's 
commercial supremacy is at an end be- 
cause the value of American exports or 
the to@al of the foreign commerce of the 
United States exceeds Great Britain’s for 
one year,’’ continued Mr. Porter, ‘*“‘might 
find the argument upset by the first bad 
harvest. Manycomplicated economic prob- 
lems must be faced in the United States. 
The magnitude of American undertakings 
may be impressive, but these have corre- 
sponding dangers. 

“In spite of Europetn mutteri§igs there 
is little likelihood of a combined European 
tariff war against the United States, be- 
cause. the nations concerned are. s0 
hopeless!iy involved in tariff confijcts be- 
tween themselves. Great Britain's free 
trade policy may have injured her home 
industries, but it has strengthened her 
foreign trade. On the other hand the 
United States are finding considerable 
difficulty, both at home and abroad, in 
negotiating co#imercial treaties.

SOCIALISM IS VOTED DOWN 


Association Decides To Aid Non- 
Union Men Who Went Out 
on. Strike. 


————— 


Toronto, Ont., June 10.—The Interna- 
tional Machinists’ Association in conven- 
tion today decided to extend financial aid 
to non-union men who went out with 
members of the association. President 
O’Connell stated that officials were not 
restricted as to the amount non-union 
men should receive, but added that in any 
event it would be sufficient toinduce them 
to remain in the fight to the end. Since 
May 20th over $40,000 has been distributed 
among strikers, and as yet no regular 
system of ‘benefits has gone into force. 

A resolution was passed asking the 
American Federation of Labor to levy an 
assessment as provided for in their consti- 
tution to vrovide funds for the strikers. 
In the event of a long drawn out fight an 
appeal for aid will also be made to the 
trade organizations of Great Britain, 
who were assisted by the machinists in 
their struggle for an eight-hour day. 

Regarding the question of finances, 
President O’Connell stated that a special 
strike fund amounting to over $150,000 
was still Intact. 

The convention almost unanimously 
voted down a resolution pledging the as- 
sociation to socialism. It was also de- 
cided that a certificate of death from a 
Christian Scientist doctor would not be 
recognized in the future in a claim for 
death benefits. 

The committee on laws has finished its 
labors. The constitutions of local lodges 
were adopted. The question arose as to 
the desirability of removing headquarters 
of the order from Washington to some 
more central point, Chicago or Cleveland 
being mentioned. A decision will be made 
later. 

President O'Connell received word this 
morning that twenty-six firms in Cali- 
fornia had granted shorter hours and an 
increase in pay. °

Lieutenants Lee and Springer Killed 
in the Philippines. 

Manila, June 10.—The officer named Lee 
who was killed, not wounded, in the re- 
cent battle with insurgents at Lipa, prov- 
ince of Batangas, was Lieutenant Lee, of 
the engineers, not Lieutenant Fitzhugh 
Lee, Jr.. as previously cabled. 

The enemy encountered by Captain 
William H. Wilhelm, of the Twenty-first 
infantry, with fifty men of that regiment, 
were met six miles southeast of Lipa, in 
Batangas province, and consisted of more 
than 200 of Malvar’s followers, supposedty 
the command of Gonzales.

During 
the engagement Lieutenant Anton Spring- 
er, of the Twenty-first infantry, was shot 
in the head and killed. Lieutenant Lee, 
of the engineers, Was shot in the head 
and bowels and soon died. 

Captain Wilhelm was wounded in the 
shoulder and Lieutenant Charles R. Ram- 
say, of the Twenty-first infantry, was 
shot in the left side. Both of the officers 
are seriously wounded. In addition, two 
sergeants were seriously wounded and 
one private was wounded. 

The American officers were planning to 
attack a force of the insurgents which 
wag ahead of them, when they were fired 
on from one side. 

The conditions offered to General Cail- 
les, the insurgent leader in Lugana provy- 
ince, are not changed. They are uniform 
with those offered to other insurgents ac- 
cused of murder.

In the Penitentiary Or Unger 
and Wayland Brown Wil 
Repent Their Crime, 
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INSURANCE COMPANIES 
STOOD 10 LOSE $25,000 


Although Men Were Convicted, Miss 
Defeubach’s Death Is Btill a 
Mystery—Smiley, One of 
the Accused, Turned 
State’s Evidence. 


Chicago, June 10.—Dr, August M. Unger 
and F. Wayland Brown, on trial for con- 
spiracy to defraud insurance companies 
through the death of Miss Marie Defen- 
bach. were this evening found guiltv and 
sentenced to the penitentiary under the 
indeterminate act. Frank H. Smileyy, in- 
dicted with Unger and Brown, pleaded 
guilty and turned state’s evidence, It is 
likely that he will escape with a light 
sentence. 

The evidence in the case showed that 
Unger, Brown, Smiley and Miss’ Defen- 
bach entered into a conspiracy by which 
Smiley was to appear as the affianced 
husband of the woman. She was then to 
be ill and apparently die, leaving the in- 
surance, which included one policy in a 
stock company and two in fraternal or- 
ganizations, the total aggregating $25,000. 

The woman, in her will, said that she 
desired her remains to be cremated, and 
it is supposed that it was the intention 
to hurry her away after her supposed 
death and cremate another bosiy 
from a hospital. The woman became ll, 
according to programme, but died. Her 
body was at once cremated. An inquest 
was held by Assistant Coroner Join B. 
Weckler, without a jury, and Weckler 
returned to the coroner’s office a verdict 
that the woman had .died of natural 
causes, 

The death of the woman {fs shrouded in 
mystery and physicians on the. stand 
differed widely as to the cause of death. 
The state, however, declared that the 
woman was murdered, although it could 
not be positively proven. It was shown 
that all the insurance carried bv the wo- 
man was assigned before her death and 
that her will was drawn up after these 
assignments had been made. The will 
had no effect save in the clause touch- 
ing ‘cremation, and it is claimed by the 
state that the will was prepared only to 
facilitate the disposition of the body af- 
ter death.

The Way To Win! 

It is plain to all thinking men that 
whatever controversy existed as. to the 
right of the United States to. hold colo- 
nies has been swept away by the recent 
decision of the supreme court. No 
matter how the result was reached or 
the relative strength of the arguments 
in the original controversy, the court’s 
decision brings before us the one fact 
that we already possess certain colo- 
nies as definitely as we do the parent 
giomain of the country. 

This being so, and the Philippines 
and Porto Rico being integral parts 
of federal domain, it is idle to discuss 
a eituation which has been displaced 
by an accomplished fact. The supreme 
court has disposed of the legal aspects 
of the case, and against the decisiog 
of that body there lies no appeal. It, 
therefore, becomes the duty of the dem- 
ocratic party to address itself to the 
new relation, in which it has abundant 
room for the defense of human rights 
and the developmen; of true national 
greatness. We should be no longer 
concerned about the method by which 
these strange peoples have become at- 
tached to us, but we can be concerned 
about those rights and interests which 
are mutual to both. Having extended 
the authority of the flag, we should 
insist that the rights and benefits 
which it represents shall be universal. 
The new markets ‘which have been 
gained should be thrown wide open to 
commerce with the states of the union, 
and the people of the colonies having 
been pacified by promises of what the 
new union would bring to them, they 
should be put in possession of the guar- 
anteed benefits. On this line we quote 
Judge Taft, chairman of the Philippine 
commission, who, in an official address 
reported in yesterday’s dispatches, said 
that “if the decision of the authori- 
ties at Washington should result in 
free trade with the United States open- 
jng such a great market, the increase 
in land values would enable the peo- 
ple to respond to the increased inter- 
nal taxes.”’ 

To insist upon the fulfillment of such 
promises should become the paramount 
duty of the democratic party, into the 
advocacy of which it can enter with 
every advantage. While we behold 
Judge Taft, the head of the Philippine 
government, enlarging upon the possi- 
ble advantages, we find the home gov- 
ernment engaged in denying them. It 
is true that President McKinley an- 
ticipated Judge Taft in the demand for 
the performance of a plain duty, but 
a republican congress interfered and 
tore the benefit away from the expec- 
tant peoples. So strong is the princi- 
ple at stake, however, that despite con- 
gressiona] action and republican decla- 
ration, Judge Taft has been forced to 
repeat President McKinley’s rejected 
phrase, and declare that the people of 
these new countries had rights which 
it was our plain duty to acknowledge, 
and that in the prosecution of com- 
merce we have rights which should fol- 
low the flag wherever it floats. 

Hence the democratic party has be- 
fore it a great opportunity in grasp- 
ing at the practical instead of at the 
abstract. The supreme court, the legal 
voice of the nation, has arranged a 
new battle ground, upon which the 
democratic party need not hesitate to 
enter. - 

The people of the United States have 
been told by the administration that 
the new policy meant enlarged com- 
mercial opportunities for our people. 


Let the democratic party insist that 


there shal] be barrier neither of fee 
nor of custom house against the free 
exchange of this commerce. 

Judge Taft, renewing, in effect, Pres- 
ident McKinley’s ortginal declaration 
in regard to the benefits to come to 
those who have been annexed, let the 
republican policy of obstruction there- 
to be arraigned in order that justice 
may be done the colonies. 

For those in the United States whose 
right of free commerce is obstructed 
by tariff barriers and for those in the 


colonies who have been promised the 
benefits of our connection let the dem- 
ocratic party fight, and in doing so it 


will make itself the organ of advanced

ing destiny of the nation. It has been |

that the republican party has ‘ won.

A Chance far Philadelphia. 
- The southern industrial convention. 
which meets in Philadelphia this 
morning should be as fruitful of re- 
sults to the capitalists of that city as 
to the people of the south. 

In some respects Philadelphia occu- 
pies a most peculiar position in the 
economy of the nation. She was the 
first really large city of the thirteen 
colonies, excelling in manufactures 
and handicraft, while Boston was more 
noisy as a seat of politica) propagand- 
ism and New York went into the ven- 
turesome business of commerce. Dur- 
ing the generations intervening the 
Philadelphia manufacturer has become 
hereditary as well as solid, and fac- 
tory stock has been among the most 
gilt-edge of -permanent investment. 
The Philadelphia mill was not on the 
market, its profits were deemed suffi- 
cient, and it was the best legacy that 
a father could leave to a son. Hence 
the Philadelphian is a manufacturer 
by hereditament as well as by instinct, 
and he understands the permanent 
value of factory stock as no other man 
can. 

In the convention assembling in that 
city this morning. there will be some 
revelations worthy of the conservatism 
investment, as well as thaught, of Phil- 
adelphia. The most fertile section of 
the union, almost at her door, has 
ceased be purely agricultural’ and 
is now on the high road to manufac- 
turing supremacy. Her three million 
output of lint cotton has increased to 
ten and twelve milliuns. Her spindle- 
age has increased from zero to six mil- 
lions. Her people are aroused to the 
music of the loom and the strike of the 
anvil. The manufacturing possibili- 
ties contained in her single prominent 
raw product more than equals the com- 
bined wealth of the nation. Into this 
field of development and profit the 
capital and enterprise of the world is 
pouring its tribute. Much of this, it is 
true, is speculative, taking character 
from some of the elements represented. 
Enough has been demonstrated, how- 
ever, to prove the solid worth of south- 
ern investments and to make them 
sought by prudent business men every- 
where. 

This revelation should appeal to the 
hereditary mill owners of Philadelphia. 
They now have an opportunity of en- 
larging their holdings never — before 
presented. The feeling of the conti- 
nental era lingers strongly in the 
south, which creates a certain welcome 
everywhere for the Philadelphian, 
and which will secure to him such a 
reception as will convince him that he 
is among friends. But, above all, it 
is the assured dividend to which we 
would draw special attention. The 
surplus money of Philadelphia, wisely 
distributed throughout the south, will 
bring returns for generations to come.

home. This may be due to the fact 
that they have not realized the im- 
portance of putting themselves In com- 
munication with Chairman Hodgson 
and have simply preferred to delay 
matters until going over to Athens 
next week. Provisions will be made 


for accommodating nearly six hundred 


guests, but in order that no one may 
fail to enjoy this social repast, which 
promises to be the crowning feature 
of the whole commencement, it is of 
the utmost importance that every one 
who expects fo go over to Athens next 
week should lose no time in notifying 
the committee. 

If the graduates of the institution 
living in Georgia are as enthusiastic 
over the university centennial as those 
living in remote parts of the country, 
there will be at least one thousand 
graduates to rally around the univer- 
sity’s standard in Athens next week. 

Never before has the university made 
such elaborate preparations for enter- 
taining her children than she has made 
for this approaching commencement, 
when she will celebrate the triumphant 
and happy completion of her first one 
hundred years.

SMALL CROWD IN A?PTENDANCE 


Plea Is Rapidly Rendered and’ the 
Jury Does Its Work with 


Rapidity.

Savannah, Ga., June 10.—(Special.) —Mrs. 
Sophia B. Dunham this morning, in the 
superior court of Chatham county, was 
given the first verdict in her suit for 
divorce against her husband, Bradford 
Dunham, formerly general superintendent 
of the Plant system in this city. Mr. and 
Mrs. Dunham came to Savannah several 
years ago from Montgomery, Ala. They 
resided on Gordon street, east, near Dray. 
ton, Last year Mr. Dunham resigned his 
position on the Plant system and left Sa- 
vannah. Mrs. Dunham has continued to 
reside here. She lives on Whitaker street, 
near Waldbure, with her two children, 
Several months ago the friends of Mr. 
and Mrs. Dunham learned with surprise 
that both sides“had {instituted proceedings 
for divorce, the former in Montgomery 
and the latter in Savannah. 

This morning as soon as the sourt open- 
ed George W. Owens arose and read the 
piea and the interrogatories before the 
jury. There were very few people in the 
courtroom and few about the courthouse 
knew what was going on. Mrs. Dunham 
was not present. The interrogatories were 
rapidly read. The charges brought by 
Mrs. Dunham against her husband were 
“cruel and inhuman treatment” and false 
and scandalous charges against her char- 
acter.

Be Investigated. 


BOOKS ARE TO BE EXAMINED 


Resolution Was Passed During Last 
Session of Legislature. 


THEIR LABORS WILL START TODAY 


Senator Cobb: and Representatives 
Warren and Adams Reach Ma- 
con To Inspect. 


Macon, Ga., June 10.—(Special.)—Hon. 
W. H. Cobb, of Franklin county, state 
Senator from the thirty-first district, 
and Represntative Warren Grice, of Pu- 
laski county, and G. W. Adams, of Put- 
nam county, are in Macon as a special 
committee appointed at the last session 
of the legislature to visit and inspect the 
Georgia Academy for the Blind at Macon 
and report to the next general assembly. 
The committee will hold its first session 
tomorrow. 

The committee was appointed under a 
resolution introduced by Representative 
Harper, of Chattooga, and the resolution 
was the outcome of the report of the 
Standing committee of the house on the 
Georgia Academy for the Blind, which 
made an official visit. to the academy 
during the last session of the legislature. 
The following is an extract from the re- 
port: 

“We found some discrepancies in the 
books of the institution and the annual 
report to the governor and owing to the 
limited time at the committee’s command 
we recommend a joint committee of the 
house and senate to investigate this and 
Other matters connected with the insti- 
tution, said committee to sit during va- 
cation and report its findings to the gen- 
eral assembly at its next session.”’ 

The committee was given full power to 
investigate thoroughly and to summon 
witnesses and have books and papers 
produced. 

Any one at all acquainted with the 
personnel of the board of trustees of the 
academy would not for a moment appre- 
hend the discovery of any irregularity 
in the affairs of the academy. It has al- 
ways been regarded as one of the best 
and most economically managed institu- 
tions in the state. The trustees consist 
of such prominent citizens of Macon as 
the following: 

President, Ben C. Smith, who is treas- 
urer of the Georgia Southern and Flori- 
da railway and president of the board 
of trustees of the Alexander free school; 
vice president, A. L. Miller, ex-judge of 
the Macon superior court, vice president 
of the board of public school tducation 
of Bibb county and law partner of United 
States Senator A. O. Bacon; treasurer 
and secretary, T. D. Tinsley, one of Ma- 
con’s largest wholesale grocery mer- 
chants, president of the board of educa- 
tion of Bibb county and occupying other 
positions of honor and trust; R. A. Nis- 
bet, clerk of Bibb superior court and 
ex-president of the board of education 
of Bibb;; J. L. Hardeman, ex-judge and 
ex-solicitor general of Macon circuit; 
George B. Jewett, insurance manager.

Issue Tried Once in Georgia Comes 
Up in Alabama. 


DEPENDENT BILL IS FILED 


Judge Newman Grants a Restraining 
Order and Sets Day for 
Hearing. 


An interesting case involving over half 
& million dollars was filed today on the 
equity side of the United States circuit 
court by the Riverdale Cotton Mills, 
which is the purchaser of the old Hugu- 
ley factory property sold under a final 
decree of the court in the case of J. J. 
Robinson, trustee, against the Alabama 
and Georgia Manufacturing Campanjt 
and the Huguley Manufacturing Com- 
pany. 

The complainant sets up that it pur- 
chased the property and paid for the 
Same, thereby succeeding to all the rights 
of the parties in the case and is in pri- 
vity of the estate with the former own- 
ers of the property. 

After litigating a number of years and 
all the issues had been settled adversely 
to the Alabama and Georgia Manufac- 
turing Company and the Huguley Manu- 
facturing Company, and after the case 
had gone to the circuit court of appeals 
and had been finally decided there, they 
appealed it to the supreme court of the 
United States, where it is now pending. 

The two defendant companies after 
losing in this court have gone into Ala- 
bama and brought another suit seeking 
to reinvestigate all of the issues which 
have been passed upon by the circuit 
court for the northern district of Geor- 
gia. 

The Riverdale Cotton Mills, a Georgia 
corporation, on yesterday filed its de- 
pendent bill ancillary to the main case 
in the United States circuit court, set- 
ting up its title and setting up that the 
persons under whom it claims title bv 
virtue of commissioner’s sale under final 
decree of the court, are attempting to 
evade the force and effect of the decrees 
of the United States circuit court by go- 
ing into a court of equity in Chambers 
county, Alabama, and filing their bill to 
have such matters again investigated 
and passed upon. It prays an injunction 
against them for prosecuting a suit in 
the Alabama court. 

The Riverdale Cotton Mills have ex- 
pended $150,000 in reconstructing the fac- 
tory building and for the purchase of 
new machinery. It aNeges that the suit 
begun in Alabama is nothing but a col- 
lateral attack on the decree of the 
United States court in Georgia and is an 
effort to evade the force and effect of the 
decree. 

Judge Newman granted a restraining 
order and an order requiring the parties 
to show cause on the 20th instant at 
United States courtroom in this city why 
the injunction prayed for should not be 
made permanent.

NO DECISION ON 
TURF EXCHANGES 


Committees Could Not Agree on Any 
One Ordinance. 


A Composite Measure Will Probably 
Be Acted Upon. 


PROPRIETORS TO BE HEARD FROM 


Pierce Ordinance Making It Unlaw-~ 
ful To Use Checkrein Unnecessa- 
rily on Horses Was Favored. 


After much discussion during a meeting 
which lasted several hours, the ordingnce 
and police committees of council were un- 
able to agree upon an ordinance concern- 
ing the operation of turf exchanges yes- 
terday afternoon, and another meeting 
has been arranged for Thursday morning 
at 10 o’clock. 

Members of the two an- 
nounce that the matter will be settled at 
that time, and, fust to make it interesting, 
an urgent invitation is issued to the pro- 
prietors of exchanges to appear at the 
meetirg to shed whatever light they can 
cn the much mooted question. 

There were only four committeemen 
present, but so closely are the two com- 
mittees interwoven that there were three 
members of the ordinance committee and 
a like number of the police committes in 
attendance. Aldermarr Johnson is a mem- 
ber cf both committees, and so is Council- 
man Hill. Councilman Kontz is a mcm- 
ber of the ordinance committee, but not a 


committees 


member of the police committee, while 
Councilman Minhinnett is a member of 
the police committee and not a member of 
the ordinante committee. 

The first matter considered regarding 
turf exchanges was the proposei ordi- 
nence of Councilman Kontz, which seeks 
to prevent saloons from in any wav as- 
sisting in placing bets on races. Mr. 
Johnsen said he was heartily in favor of 
divorcing the saloon from the race track, 
tut he did not believe in holding a saloon 
keeper responsible for the act of some cne 
who used the telephone which might be in 
ihe bar. 

To Prepare Composite Law. 

Messrs. Hill and Minhinnett both de- 
Clared they were opposed to thé saloon 
assisting exchanges, but they did not like 
the verbiage of the proposed ordinance. 

A difference of opinion soon led te an 
adjournment of the two committees, as 
the time was growing late. Then adjourn- 
ment was reconsidered, several of the 
members thinking that it would be best 
to dispose of the matter at once, and 
thereby avoid another meeting. More dis- 
cussion was had, and then it was decided 
to have a session Thursday, so that 
everybody interested might have a hear- 
ing. In the meantime members of the 
committees will prepare ordinances they 
have in mind, and an effort will be made 
tc harmonize them into one, which will be 
sent to council next Monday for adop- 
tion. 

During the session yesterday afternoon 
the Pierce ordinance, seeking to have the 
check rein loosened on horses while 
standing, was vassed upon favorably. The 
Terry ordinance, giving the police board 
authority to deputize night watchmen and 
(ther employees cf firms, was not aDp- 
proved, and council will be asked to re- 
refer the paper so that Mr, Terry can be 
heard from in regard to it. Members of 
the committees thought that the ordl- 
nance gave too much latitude. 

The ordinance requiring ice wagons to 
have scales received favorable action. It 
was introduced at the request of Clarence 
Moore, clerk of the recorder’s court. The 
ordinance recommended by Fire Chief 
Joyner and Building Inspector Pittman 
that metallic stand pipes not be required 
in large buildings was agreed to. City 


Warden Hunter appeared before the com- 
mittee to ask that a more sweeping or- 
dinanc» be prepared which would protect 
the shade trees from horses or other 
animals. Colonel Moyers, president of the 
board of park commissioners, stated that 
bis board was now preparing such an 
ordinance.

the influence of liquor. _ 

On May. 27th he went on an excursion 
to Lawrenceville for the purpose of pre- 
serving order among the negroes on the 
train. The mayor of the town got him 
and Officer Whitley, who also went up, 
to aid in preserving order in the town, 

When called before the commission, 
Officer Key pleaded guilty to the charge 
of being under the influence of liquor, but 
said he only took one drink at the invi- 
tation of the mayor of Lawrenceville, 
and this had the bad effect on him. 
He asked leniency from the commission. 

The Rutledge Case. 

The commission took up the case 
against J. EH. Rutledge at the opening of 
the session and heard the testimony of 
several witnesses who had come from a 
distance. Rutledge is a supernumerary, 
but charges that he is unfit to be an 
officer have been made against him 
and are being investigated.

RAILWAY TRAINMEN | 
TO DEFEND DUNTON 


Members of Altoona Lodge Pi 
pare To Secure Yard Con. 
ductor’s Release 


APPLICATION FOR BAIL 
TO BE MADE 10 COURT 


Best Criminal Legal Talent Obtain- 
able Will Be Engaged if the 
Fulton Grand Jury Returns 
True Bill of Indict- 
ment. 


Believing Golden B. Dunton to be inno- 
cent of any criminal*action, the members 
of Altoona Lodge, No. 302, Brotherhood 
of Railway Trainmen, of Atlanta, have 
determined to leave no stone unturned to 
clear him. — 

Dunton is the railroad yard conduc- 
tor who, it was charged, was respon- 
sible for the recent fatal accident in the 
Southern railway yards, which occurred 
one week ago today, and in which three 
persons lost their lives. He was given 
a preliminary hearing before the record- 
er several days later, and was remanded 
to jail withoyt bail on the charge of 
murder. 

The yard conductor was a member in 
good standing of the local lodge of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen. and 
the organization is now making prepara- 
tions for his defense in case a true Dill 
of indictment is returned against,him 
by the grand jury. . 

Attorney C. T. Ladson, who is the lo- 
cal representative of the Atlanta lodge 
and other lodges throughout the state, 


| together with Messrs. Latham and Ter- 


rell, the lawyers retained by Dunton 
to represent him before the recorder, 
will appear before Judge J. H. Lump- 
kin, presiding officer of the Fulton 
county superior court, in the next few 
days to make application for bail for 
the man who is now in the Tower, 

Officers of the lodge announce that 
the organization is prepared to furnish 
any amount that may be required by the 
court, and Judge Lumpkin will be asked 
to fix the sum necessary to secure the 
release of Dunton pending any possible 
action by the grand jury. 

Grand Jury Will Meet. 

The Fulton county grand jury meets 
next Friday and it is more than proba- 
ble that the Dunton case will be consid- 
ered. In event the jury indicts him for 
murder, or for a lesser offense, the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen will 
employ the best cfiminal legal talent 
obtainable to defend him. If, however, 
no true bill is found this step will not be 
necessary. 

These preparations were made at a 
special meeting of the members of Al- 
toona lodge held at Federation hall last 
Sunday morning. The meeting was well 
attended, and‘a committee, of which W. 
C. Puckett is chairman, was appointed 
with full power to act, to make arrange- 
ments for Dunton’s defense. Attorney 
Ladson was present during the meeting 
by special request, and the committee will 
act with his advice. . 

Dunton will still retain Messrs. Latham 
and Terrell and they will be associated 
with the counsel which the committee 
selects. Attorneys Latham and Terrell 
represented Dunton in the hearing be- 
fore the recorder, and are well informed 
as to the points in the case. 

Altoona lodge has a membership of 
250, and, it ts understood, is amply able 
to raise the funds necessary for bail for 
the yard conductor and the costs of his 
trial should he be indicted. Judge John 
S. Candler is expected to convene the 
criminal branch of the Fulton superior 
court next Monday morning, and in the 
event a true bill is returned against 
Dunton, he will probably be brought to 
trial during that week. . 

‘‘We feel convinced,’’ said a member 
of Altoona lodge, ‘“‘that Dunton is perfect- 
ly innocent of any charge that is against 
him, and the brotherhood proposes to 
stand by him. We believe that he should 
be allowed to go on bail, pending any 
action by the grand jury, and an appli- 
cation for bond is to be made to Judge 
Lumpkin in the next day or so.”

J, L. Barry, the private soldier who 
shot Policeman J. H. Quinn three times 
Sunday afternoon, js in the Tower, where 
he was sent yesterday %y Hecorder 
Broyles in default of a $5,000 bond for an 
assault with intent to ‘murder. 

Barry was arraigned in the recorder’s 
court yesterday morning. Officer Quinn 
was able to be present in court as a wit- 
ness, although his left ear, which had 
been nearly shot off, was in bandages. 

The officer told the story of the shoot- 
ing as published in yesterday’s Constitu- 
tion. He stated that he had Barry under 
arrest and the soldier drew « pistol, and 
fired four shots, three vf which took 
effect, one cutting an ear, ono striking 
the breast and the third lacerating a 
thumb. None of the shots were serious, 
but the officer and citizens who were near 
by had a narrow escape from being stot 
~ death by the infuriated drunken sol- 

er, 

Barry’s only plea was that he was too 
drunk to know what he was doing. 

There were witnesses to prove that Bar- 
ry had stated a number of times that he 
would kill the next policeman who ar- 
rested him, 

Recorder Broyles said it was a very 
plain case, and that Barry ought to feel 
thankful thaf he had not been killed by 
the officer, who would have been per- 
fectly justifiable in shooting him down. 

The bond was fixed at $5,000, and Barry 
was unable to give it.

HEAVY BOND FOR BARRY 


TAY RATE MAY 
INCREASED 


Movement on Foot To Restore 
the Old Proportion, 


MEANS INCREASED REVENUES 


Raté of $1.50 on $100 Would Give 
$136,200 in Addition to the 
Amount Already Received 
as Income by City 
Government. 


The movement looking to a possible 
resMration of the old city tax rate of 
$1.50 on the $100 is making itself felt more 


and more each day. 

Mayor Mims announced on yesterday 
that it was his intention to send a com- 
munication to council recommending that 
some change be made. He stated that 
this formal expression would probably not 
be sent next Monday afternoon, but in 


the near future. 

The matter just at this time is of vital 
importance, owing to the fact that the 
finances of the city are hardly adequate 
to meet the requirements of progress and 
needed improvements. Prominent citizens 
have on several occasions recently ex- 
pressed the opinion that the tax rate 
should be restored to the amount in 


force some five years ago. 

The rate at present is $1.25 on the $100. 
This yields an estimated income to the 
city of $681,003.60. This is based on real 
estate assessed at $41,456,943 and personal 
property valued at $13,023,345, making 4 
total of $54,480,288. 

At the increased rate, an addition of 
one-quarter of a cent on the dollar, which 
was in force prior to 189, this total of 
estimated rea] estate and personal prop- 
erty would yield an income of $817,204.32, 
which would be an increase of $136,200.72. 

It is considered by city officials that 
real estate and personal property is now 
assessed on a more equitable basis than 
ever before. In fact, this particular mat- 
ter was the subject of an investigation 
by the tax committee of council several 


quiry into values, it was agreed that city 
property had been assessed as fairly as 
it was possible to have it. 

More Money Needed. 

Since the beginning of the present year 
the absolute need of more money with 
which to carry on necessary work has 
been felt in every department of the city 
government. In making up the June ap- 
portionment sheet, the members of the 
finance committee, it is understood, hew- 
ed as close to the line as was possible, 
but, notwithstanding that fact, nearly all 
the departments have been restricted in 
work. 

The department of public schools, ac- 
cording to officials, has felt this lack of 
funds possibly more than any of the 
other departments, because the condition 
of affairs has resulted in a 7% per cent 
cut in all salaries from the superintendent 
down to those receiving the very smallest 
pay for their services. 

This is the fourth year in the history 
of that cut, and unless the city has a 
larger income than at present this reduc- 
tion is Hable to continue indefinitely. In 


years amounted to about $31,500. It has 
never been promised that this money 
would ever be made up, but the expecta- 
tion of a restoration of former salaries 
has always been held out to the teachers. 
Would Benefit Teachers. 

If the tax rate is fixed at $1.50 on the 
$100 instead of $1.25, as at present, it is 
more than likely that the public schoo) 
teachers would receive the salaries to 
which they are entitled. When a teacher 
is elected it is at a certain salary, sub- 
ject always to that 7% per cent cut. The 
yearly pay roll shows what the teachers 
would receive if this cut was not in ex- 
istence. 

In order to have the old tax rate re- 
stored it will be necessary for the legis- 
lature to amend the charter of the city 
to admit of the change. It will be .nec- 
essary for council to pass resolutions re- 
questing that this action be taken, and 
the matter will doubtless be taken up 
later in the summer. 

Salaries in other of the city departménts 
have been subjected to a cut to meet the 
limited means at the disposal of the 
government, and if an increased revenue 
is secured all salaries may be restored.

POWER COMPANY'S 
RETURN 1S RAISED 


Lomplroller General Assesses 
It at $1,800,000, 


| Atlanta Rapid Transit Company Has 


Failed To Make a Return and 
Its Property Will Be As 
sessed by Comptroller 
General. 


Comptroller General W. A, Wright y«s- 
terday assessed the property of the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company in 
Fulton county $1,800,000 for purposes of 
taxation. This is an increase of $47),930 
over tl:e return made by the company. 

The Power company was notified of 
this action by the comptroller by letter 
yesterday. It is understood the company 
will not consent to the increase, and that 
the matter will have to be settied by 
arbitration, 

The proportion of the increased return 
that goes to the city wlll be as 67 is to 92,

will give the city something more than 
two-thirds of the increase, or about 
$260,000. 

The Power company’s return this year 
wes $1,328,970, an increase of $214,453 over 
The assessment 
made by the comptroller general mak>s 
the increase in the return over that of last 
year $686,383. 

Comptroller Generel Wright declined to 
say yesterday on just what item or items 
the increased assessment is based. He 
put it under the head of ‘all other prop- 
erty not heretofore enumerated.’ That is 
a sort of blanket assessment, and may be 
considered to cover anything that might 


| have been left out. 


The idea, the comptroller general says, 
is to get at the market value of the prop- 
erty, and that will be the question for 
the board of arbitratian to determine. It 
may be considered practically vositive 
that the corapany will not accept this 
assessment. One member of the board of 
arbitration to represent the state will be 
appointed by the comptroller general from 
the railroad commission, the Power :om- 
pany will name one, and if these fail to 
agree on any point an umpire will be 
called in. 

Transit Company Is Behind. 

The Atlanta Rapid Transit Company 
has, so far, failed to make any return of 
its property. 

Yesterday was the last day this com- 
pany was allowed under the law to make 
this return, and now the comptroller gen- 
éral will assess the property, and there 
can be no appeal from his decision to a 
bourd of arbitration. The time for this 
return to have been made was May Ist, 
but the company was granted an exten- 
sion. Abcut three weeks ago Comptroller 
General Wright saw President CC. J. Sim- 
mons, of this company, and called the 
matter to his attention. . He told Captain 
Wright that it had been overlooked, but 
would be attended to. 

Capiain Wright says he notified him 
again about ten days ago, but his notice 
was ignored. 

The comptroller general did not act in 
the metter yesterday, for the reason that 
he did not have the information at hand 
on which to base the assessment. He «x- 
pects to secure this today, however, and 
will place a valuation on such property 
of the company as he can ascertain was 
neld by it on March 15th, the day taken 
as a basis for all returns for taxation. 
Having failed to make a return, the law 
forbids the company to apnea! from such 
assessment as is made by the comptroller 
general.

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TRUSTEE ASKS INJUNCTION 


A. 8. Murray Petitions To Secure 
Certain Property. 


SEVERAL DEFENDANTS IN BILL 


Murray Claims Property Should 
Have Been Turned Over to Him. 
Case Set for the 22d. 


Alexander 8. Murray, as trustee for 
Mrs. Melinda H. Weems and her children, 
yesterday petitioned Judge Lumpkin for 
an injunction against several parties to 
prevent any disposition being made of 
certain property, to which he claims 
title as trustee. 

The defendants in the case are Mrs 
Melinda H. Weems, Samuel R. Weems, 
of the Oglesby Grocery Company, the 
Griffin Manufacturing Company, the 
Merchants and Planters’ bank of Griffin, 
the City National bank, of Griffin, 
the Kincaid Manufacturing Company, 
Alexander S. Murray and S. W. 
ray, as executors of A. G. Murray, 
ceased. The bill was filed by Attorneys 
Lloyd Cleveland and Sheppard Bryan. 

It is atleged that A. G. Murray died 
June 19, 1886, and that the plaintiff was 
made trustee for Mrs. Weems and her 
children under his will. It is claimed 
that sixteen shares of stock in the Grif- 
fin Manufacturing Company, two shares 
of stock in the Kincaid Manufacturing 
Company, and one share of stock each 
in the Merchants and Planters’ bank 
and the City National bank are held as 
the individual property of Mrs. Weems, 
while it is alleged that it should *have 
been delivered to the petitioner as trus- 
tee under the terms of the will. 

It is claimed that Mrs. Weems is in 
possession of and is receiving the rents 
from a house and lot in Griffin to which 
she has no legal title. It is stated that 
One half of the undivided interest was 
conveyed to Mrs. Weems by the other 
heirs, and it is alleged that they had 
no right to convey the property. 

The petitioner asks that all of the 
above described property be turned over 
to him as trustee and that the defend- 
ants be enjoined from altering or dis- 
posing of it. Judge Lumpkin granted 
a temporary restraining order and set 
the case for a hearing June 22, at 9 
o'clock in the morning.

‘Jerome Cleveland Meets His Death on 


a Telegraph Pole. 


HE FELL THIRTY FEET 


A Number of People on the Street 
Witnessed the Electpocution. 


WEGRO HAD BECOME CARELESS CLIMBER 


Hed Just Been Warned About His 
Recklessness—Touched a Wire 
That Was Not Insulated. 


While working on a telegraph pole yes- 
terday morning at 10:30 o'clock, Jerome 
Cleveland, a ‘négro lineman, was killed by 
a live wire. He reeled and fell to the 
belgian block pavement, thirty feet be- 
low, crushing his head and mangling his 
body. Although the in‘uries received 
by the fall were sufficient to have caused 
death, it is believed the negro died us 
soon ag the wire touched him. 

Cleveland. who worked for the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company, was said 
to have been very careless when ne cliimb- 
ed poles and yesterday morning a coun- 
tryman who saw him cailed to him to be 
‘more careful. 

“1 climbed poles before you were born,” 
was the negro’s reply to the -aution, 

Fellow workmen saw him when his arm 
touched a portion of a wire that was not 
insulated. The next moment he was scen 
to stiffen himself and then fall back- 
ward, 

As he fell, Ceveland narrowly missed 
striking people who were passing in the 
street. 

' The accident occurred on Marietta 
‘street, near Simpson, where iitw wires 
were being strung by the telégr~ph com- 
pany. The body was turned over to Lee, 
the negro undertaker, who prepared it 
for burial. 

. The coroner, after making an investiga- 
tion and ascertaining that the accident 
Was witnessed by a number of persons, 
decided that an inquest was unticcessary. 

Cleveland had been working for the 
telegraph ,company for six years, He 
Was an ,.industrious negro, but became 
careless in the way he ciimbed poles, be- 
lieving himself such an expert that no ac- 
cident could befall him. 

The live wire caught him ‘inder the 
left arm and burned its way to the bone. 
A full current was on and a suificient 
number of volts to have caused instant 
death.

DEFECTIVE OIL SEIZED. 


Debarred from Georgia, It Will Be 
Sent to South 
Carolina. 

Oil Inspector E. B. Hook, of Augusta, 
bas .officially reported his seizure of a 
car of defective oil. 

“You see,” said he in The Augusta 
“oll is shipped into Georgia 
by the Standard Oil Company and a few 
other big concerns in tank cars that hold 
from 4,500 to 8,000 gallons. On reaching 
its destination in any Georgia town a 
sample is taken from the car and sub- 
jected to a prescribed test by the oil in- 
spector at that place. If it comes up to 
the requirements of the 150 degrees test 
it is stamped ‘State of Georgia, Ap- 
proved,’ and is salable anywhere in the 
state. If it does not meet the test it is 
stamped ‘State of Georgia, Rejected,’ 
and cannot be unloaded or sold in this 
state. I have placed this stamp upon a 
tank car for the first time in my service 
as inspector.”’ 

“How did it happen?’ 

“For further instructions I received 
the following reply: 

“ ‘State of Georgia, «Department. of 
Olls, Atlanta, Ga., June 3, 1991—Mr. E. B. 
Hook, Augusta, Ga.—Dear Sir—The sam- 

le of oll arrived and was tested by Dr. 

cCandless in the presence of a repre- 
sentative of the Standard Oil Company. 
You were correct in rejecting it, and not 
allowing them to unload it. They have 
agreed to transfer this tank to Carolina. 
**GLASCOCK BARRETT, 
** ‘State Oil Inspector.’ 

“Carolina is less particular about the 
grade of oil furnished to her citizens, 
and the tank car will be transferred to 
some place in that state.”’

Judge J. H. Lumpkin, of the supréme 
court, filed yesterday afternoon his de- 


cision in the case of Roby. Robinson et ; 


al., against the Southern Mutual Build- 
ing and Loan Association et al. The 
opinion filed by the judge is elaborate 
and discusses fully the, various ques- 
tions raised. It 
thousands all over the south. 

The principal question in the case was 
whether the various preferences claim- 
ed by parties to the suit sheuld be al- 
lowed. For some months before the 
failure of the association many stock- 
holders were seeking to withdraw from 
it. They gave notice of their intention 
to withdraw and thus a large amount of 
claims of withdrawing members ac- 
crued. There was no cash to pay them 
with, but when the association was put 
in the hands of a receiver these persons 
claimed that they were entitled to be 
considered as creditors dnd be paid be- 
fore the common stockholders should re- 
ceive any dividends at all. There were 
others holding certain particular kinds 
of stock .certificates who claimed that 
they were in fact not stockholders, but 
were creditors and were also entitled to 
be paid as such before there should be 
any division among the common. stock- 
holders. 

If all their claims were allowed there 
would be very little left for distribution 
among the ordinary stockholders. If 
they were not allowed there would be a 
considerable amount of assets for dis- 
tribution. Judge Lumpkin overruled all 
claims of priority of payment and ruled 
that all should stand on a basis of equali- 
ty and the assets distributed pro rata. 

If no exception is taken to this de- 
cision it is not unlikely that the distri- 
bution will begin at a very early date. 
It is said, however, that the various par- 
ties claiming preference will file a bill 
of exceptions and carry the case to the 
supreme court. If this is done it will 
necessitate a délay in the actual dis- 
tribution until the supreme court shall 
pass upon the point. 

The case was referred some time ago 
to T. A. Hammond as auditor and it now 
comes up 6n exceptions to his report. It 
is said that more than fifty different sets 
of exceptions were filed. The decision 
filed today sustained the auditor in near- 
ly all points decided by him, only over- 
ruling him on a few points. 

One feature of the case involved a suit 
against the Bates-Farley Savings bank. 
The court held that they were not liable. 

James A. Anderson, of Atlanta, and 
Mr. O'Byrne, of Savannah, were ap- 
pointed joint receivers for the Southern 
Mutual Building and Loan Association 
in Georgia. 

The decision in full will be of general 
interest: 

The Decision in Full. 

In the Superior Court of Fulton County, Geor- 
gia. 

Roby Robinson et al. vs. Southern Mutual 
Building and Loan Association et al.—No. 
4306.—March Term, !897.—This case involves 
some interesting and important principles. I 
am of the opinion that no one inflexible rule 
can be prescribed by a court applicable to all 
cases and all phases of winding up a bulid- 
ing and loan assoctation and a division of the 
assets, The almost infinite variety of con- 
tracts, of kinds and classes of stock, of pro- 
visions in the by-laws or in the face of the cer- 
tificates, the having or not having a loan fund 
and an expense fund kept separately, whether 
there were profits or losses, solvency or in- 
solvency, and many other diversities would 
render a rule quite appHcable in one case most 
unjust and unapplicable in another, 
As was said by the supreme 
court of Pennsylvania in Strohens’ case, 8 
Atlantic Rep, 843: ‘‘The insolvenry of the 
company, as above observed, puts an end 
its operations as a building association. To 
a certain extent, it also ends the ¢ontract be- 
tween it and its members respectively, and 
nothing remains but to wind it up in such a 
manner as to do equity to creditors and be- 
tween members themselves,’’ 

The keystone of the arch on which these 
associations and their transactions rest and 
are held legal in this state and free from usury, 
and without which they would topple into 
hopeless illegality, is mutuality. Hawkins vs. 
Americus B. and L. Assn. 96 Ga. 206 End- 
lich on B. and L. Agssns., sec. 16. If this is 
the principle under which alone the method 
of conducting business by building and loan 
associations can be sustained while they live 
and flourish, surely it should also be a guid- 
ing principle in dividing the assets among 
members when they become insolvent and can- 
not progress further. 

To illustrate the inapplicability of what. may 
be an equitable rule in one state of facts, to 
a different case, in City Loan, etc., Co. vs. 
Goodrich, 48 Ga., 445, where the members of 
a building and loan association determined thy 
mutual agreement to cease business and to 
wind up on some equitable basis, an equitable 
rule is indicated; but the court, seeing that 
it was not possible then to lay down the mule 
suggested as a fixed and complete rule, say: 
‘“‘We can easily see how the rule we have in- 
dicated for ascertaining the present status of 
each stockholder, by crediting him with his 


payments and charging him with his receipts, 


with legal interest, may need some qualifica- 
tion when the assets come to be divided. It 
is hardly equity that the non-borrowers, who 
have done nothing but pay, should bear also 
the burden of the past expenses. They ought, 
it seems to us, to get their money back, with 
legal interest in full. But there ought to be 
some profits, and we leave all such adjustments 
for discussion and settlement according to the 
facts as they may be made apparent at the 
trial, after the assets have come in.’ This 
was not a final ruling, The only point before 
the court was the judgment of the chancellor 
granting an injunction, 

On final decree the case was submitted to 
the decision of William H. Hull, Esq., judge 
pro hac vice, without a jury. He did not 
follow the rule above suggested in. full, but 
held that ‘‘an equitable adjustment fs to charge 
each borrower with the amount he received, 
with 7 per cent interest; credit his debt ac- 
cording to the law of partial payments with 
the additional dollar per month that he paid 
by reason of being a borrower; let him pay the 
balance thus ascertained into the funds of the 
then let the entire amount on 


' hand, after deducting costs and expenses, be 
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divided among the shareholders.’’ It 
was held by the supreme court that the bor- 
rowers could not complain of this, although 
it was not laid down as an invariable rule.

In the case of Towle vs. Am. Bidg., etc., 
Society, 61 Fed. Rep,, 446, Judge Grosscup 
promulgated a rule of settlement as to the as- 
sociation, having reference to the time which 
remained between its failure and the time when 
the stock would mature, being guided by stat- 
ute. But evidently this could not apply where 
there is no fixed time for stock to mature, 
and especially if, as to some shares, the esti- 
mated time has already passed. 

The rule to ascertain the amount due by a 
borrower to an association laid down in Ocmul- 
gee, etc., Assn. vs. Thomson, 52 Ga.- 427, 
has reference apparently to a solvent concern 
voluntarily quitting business, and having an 
agreed value of shares at the close. It would 
be impossible to apply such a rule to the 
present case, where there was no agreement 
to wind up at any fixed value, no sale of 
advances, no data as in that ease; but a failure 
and a taking passession of the assets of an 
association for equitable distribution. It. may 
also De remarked that rules applicable to the 
settlements of the accoupts between a solvent, 
going associati and a borrowing stockholder, 
depending on the value of his stock as a 
credit, or upon the premium bid for advances 
at the last meeting, or other similar elements 
of calculation, can have no application to an in- 
solvent association, where the shares have no 
fixed value and where these elements are 
wanting, and the business being at an end, the 
only thing left to do is to wind up its affairs, 
pay its debts and distribute the assets. 

Of course the plan suggested in 48 Ga. 447, 
supra as to an apparently solvent association 
voluntarily winding up with profits to divide, 
cannot be applied without modification to 
insolvent association, where there have been 
heavy losses or misappropriation, and especial- 
ly where the estimated time of maturing some 
shares has long passed. To attempt to do so 
would result in this: If the borrowers’ claims 
were calculated literally on that basis, a num- 
ber of them would not only owe nothing, but 
they would in some cases probably have de- 
mands over against the funds in the receiv3rs’ 
hands, while the non-borrowers, who have re- 
ceived nothing, would bear all the losses and 
get little or no returns for their continued pay- 
ments—the debts of borrowers being the main 
assets, As said in the opinion in that case, 
the non-borrowers should not bear all losses 
and expenses. See also Pattison vs. Albany B. 
and L. Assn., 63 Ga., 7. 


Percentage Set Apart. 

It appears that in this association, from the 
monthly payments of the shareholders, a per- 
centage Was agreed and provided to be set 
apart as an expense fund, which was to be 
and was used up for expenses, This, of course, 
fell on all alike, and no shareholder could 
properly claim to get back what by his own 
agreement had been used for expenses, ; 

The rule adopted by the auditor was quite

pro hac vice, in the case in the 54 Ga., 98., 
supra modified to meet the peculiarities of this 
association, of which the supreme court said 
borrowers could not complain. 

Indeed there is no sufficient legal excep- 
tions on the part of borrowers setting forth 
specifically any error in this basis; or if there 
was error, what it was; or what was claimed 
to be the correct basis. Mere general asser- 
tions of error do not raise any such point. May- 
son vs, Commissioners, 104 Ga. 35 (3). 
it were otherwise, as was said in 54 Ga., $8, 
Supra, the borrowers certainly had no cause 
of complaint. Nor is the taking of the amount 
paid into the “‘loan fund’’ as a basis of cal- 
culation complained of specifically, and what 


is claimed to be the proper basis set out, in | 


exceptions from non-borrowers or others, Hence 
we might rest as to that point; especially as 
the auditor seems generally to have reached 
a fair conclusion, 

It may not be strictly necessary to go further 
as to the general: rule, but there seems to be 
so much doubt and uncertainty about cases of 
this character, that I venture a few sugges- 
tions in regard to them. 

When an association of this kind has failed, 
and its assets have been taken possession of 
by a receiver appointed by the court, it will be 
found as a rule that they consist of compara- 
tively little or no cash, some office furniture 
and small articles of personalty, some property 
bought in under foreclosures and the debts 
due by borrowing members. This last item 
constitutes the bulk of the assets. How are 
they to be realized on and what is to be the 
rule of collection? 

The borrower occupies a dual relation to the 
association, In the first place he is a debtor 
and owes to the association his loan, and the 
balance due by him is now generally held by 
the courts to be collectible on the appointment 
of a receiver, and it is sometimes so declared 
by decree, Endlich BRB. and L. Assns (second 
edition); sec. 524, page 518, and note 4. As a 
debtor he is in strictness liable for the full 
amount received by him with interest making 
deduction for,such payments as may be proper- 
ly treated as growing out of his character as 
a debtor or by virtue of it. But he is also a 
shareholder; and as such after all the assets 
have been collected and expenses of adminis- 
tration and debts.to non-members (if any) have 
been paid he would be entitled to share in the 
division with other shareholders, There is 
no certainty as. to how much his share will be 
It depends largely on the success which may 
be had in collecting from borrowers the amount 
of outside debts and other elements, In a 
going concern where there are definite methods 
of determining the value of stock rules can be 
arrived at for reaching a balance with the bor- 
rower; but when the company has failed and 
the assets are to be collected, debts paid, losses 
taken into consideration, assets reduced to 
cash, and distribution made, the borrower 
stands first as a debtor, liable to pay his debt, 
and, second, as a shareholder ultimately en- 
titled to share in the distribution of the furd 
made up in part of his own payment and the 
payments of others. What his share will ulti- 
mately be can only be estimated, and the es- 
timate is subjgct to contingencies. As to this 
dual relation of the borrowing shareholder, 
see Endlich on B. and L. Ass’ns. (second ed,.), 
page 525; Thompson Building Ass'ns, (second 
ed.), page 344; Douglas vs, Cavanaugh, 90 
Co., R. An, 120, and

Some Confusion Arises. 


Some confusion has arisen in the decisions, 
partly from a failure to keep this dual rela- 
tion in mind and partly from the almost inf‘i- 
nite variety of by-laws, plans and methods 
adopted by different associations, which would 
render it impossible to make an exact and 
literal application of a rule announced in one 
case to all others. Thus to give a single 1)- 
lustration, im some associations the borrower, 
in addition to continuing to pay dues, pays a 
premium, In others, in lieu of this, he is re- 
quired to take extra stock, called premium 
stock, and the payments upon it take the place 
of premiums proper, 

A few courts have sought to credit payments 
of dues on the loans as partial payments, but 
this is not well founded, either upon princl- 
ple or the weight of authority. 

Some courts have endeavored to arrive at a 
proper amount to be allowed as a credit to the 
borrower on account of his payment of dues 
of the value of his stock, and some speak of 
allowing credit for the ‘‘unearned premium.” 
But in a case like this there is no ‘‘unearned 
premium,’’ end it is absolutely impossible to 
determine accurately in advance what will be 
the dividend to which a given shareholder will 
be entitled, after all debts and expenses shall 
have been paid, and the fund shall be ready for 
distribution. Certain contingent elements 
ter into the calculation which render anythinz 
like absolute accuracy impossible, Therefore, 
as a matter of law, the borrower cannot claim 
any such credit for dues paid. The payment 
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of dues is a payment by a stockholder as such 
om his shares. The payment of premiums is in- 
cident to the relation of being -a borrower or 
advanced member and amounts so paid are 
proper credits. 

While this is true,. borrowers in cases of set- 
tlements often feel that they have made pay- 
ments of dues, and as shareholders will prob- 
ably be entitled to a dividend finally, and they 
are both voluntarily to settle and pay in money, 
with an idea of having a part of it returned 
to them later. To meet this phase which at 
times arises in cases, courts of equity have 
sometimes held out to borrowers who would 
settle without litigation within some reason- 
able time, an inducement in the shape of xn 
‘anticipatory dividend.’’ That is to say, after 
a careful consideration of the assets of the as- 
sociation and their nature and kind, the Habili- 
ties, probable time and expense of winding it 
up, and any’ other element involved in the 
estimate, if the chancellor is satisfied from 
his own investigation, or after reference to 
@ master, that a per cent may be treated as 
reasonably certain to be for return to bor- 
rowers upon their shares as shareholders, he 
may fix such a per cent or some less per 
cent (allowing for contingencies), and permit 
the receiver to allow a credit of the amount 
or per cent so fixed, as an ‘‘anticipatory divi- 
dend’’ to those borrowers who will settle their 
loans without Htigation and within a reasonable 
time. This is not a final adjudication of a 
dividend, but is a sort of equitable allowance 
held out to those who will settle without liti- 
gation. It sometimes works well both for the 
borrower and the general estate by savin 
the expense and cost of litigation to both. O 
course great care and conservatism is used 
in such cases, Some courts appear to think 
it in the power of a court of equity to allow 
‘anticipatory dividends'’ absolutely even in 
suits, but if so, it would seem to be bad prac- 
tice and not to encourage settlements. 

I cannot stop to discuss the various and con- 
flicting decisions bearing on this subject; or 
whether interest charged on the loan and in- 
terebt paid may offset each other; or the status 
of fines. The basal idea is to bring all-to a 
plane of equality. In the recent case of Alex- 
ander et al. vs. Southern Home Building and 
Loan Association, the Judge of the circuit court 
of the United States for the fifth circuit made 
a decree which illustrates both his idea of 
bringing up all payments to a fixed date and 
also the use of an anticipatory dividend; and 
I attach it as an illustration: 

Whereupon, in consideration, it is adjudged 
and decreed by the court— 

}. That the rules below stated shall be fol- 
lowed in the settlement and compromise of 
loans to the borrowing members of said asso- 
clation, whether the loans be secured by stock 
alone or by stock and real estate mortgages; 

(a) The borrowing member shall be charged 
with the full amount of money received by 
him; 7 

(b) He shall be charged with dues, interest, 
premiums and fines, in accordance with his 
contract, up to April !t, 1900. (The receiver 
was appointed April 34d); 

(c) Said borrowing member shall be credited 
against these sums. with the interest, premiums 
and fines that he had paid; 

(d) Such borrowing member shall 
credited with fifty (50) per cent of the with- 
drawal value of his stock on April 3, 1900, 
as an anticipatory dividend, provided he shall 
settle and pay up his loan without unrea- 
sonable delay and without litigation; 

(e) That after compromise the stock shall be 
turned over to the borrowing stockholder, and 
he shall be entitled to participate in the final 
distribution of the funds of the assoctation pro 
rata with other stockholders of his class after 
such other stockholders shall have received a 
dividend equal to the anticipatory dividend 
herein allowed. 

_ That such allowanee of an anticipatory 
dividend is not a matter of right or even strict 
equity, but is authorized as.a compromise to 
aid in the speedy collection of the assets of 
Said association. 

3. That is to such borrowing stockholders 
as do not. accept the compromise tendered, the 
receiver shall without unnecessary delay sue 
for and collect.the full amount of the debt due 
to the association, according to the strict 
terms of the contract and without any deduc- 
tion whatsoever, 

In that case the keeping of a loan fund and 
@ separate expense fund had been abolished, 
ahd was not looked to in reaching a basis of 
equality. 

Upon the whole, so far as any proper excep- 
tions have been filed to the auditor’s report as 
to borrowers, there is no ground of complaint, 

There are many exceptions to the auditor's 
report—more than fifty different sets of them, 
Some of them are good In form; some not, See 
Mayson vs, Commissioners, 104 Ga., supra. 

I shall not go over them in detail. A few 
of the leading points raised will be considered 
as briefly as practicable. 

|. One question raised is as to the status cf 
what are called withdrawing shareholders, or 
of persons who gave notices of an intention 
to withdraw at various times before the re- 
ceiver was appointed, some recently, some sev- 
eral months before. 

as to all of them, the, auditor has found that 
the notices were given @fter the insolvency of 
the company, at least its insolvency in the 
sense in which that t#rfm is' commonly applied 
to building and loam associations. (6! Fed. 
Rep., p. 446). He has also found that the 
by-laws contained the follewing provision: 

“Without the consent of the directors, the 
association cannot be required to use more than 
half the money received from monthly Ppay- 
ments in any one month in the payment of 
withdrawing and maturing stock.'’ Also that, 
under the rule and practice of the association, 
withdrawals were to be paid in the order in 
which they were filed. He further found that 
older withdrawals took all the funds available 
for that purpose, and that there never had 
been any funds available under the by-laws 
to pay these attempted withdrawals, And 
further, under article 4, section 2, of the by- 
laws members remained such ‘‘until maturity 
or cancellation of the stock,’’ not merely till 
notice of an intention to withdraw. 

These would-be withdrawing members con- 
tend that they stand as creditors of the asso- 
ciation, and are entitled ta be paid in full 
before non-withdrawing members shall receive 
anything. If they are correct, their claims 
will absorb a large part of the assets and 
leave little for others, Is their claim well 
founded? 

Not a Common Law Right. 

The right of withdrawal from a building and 
loan association is not a common law rignt, 
but depends for its existence. and the terms 
and conditions on which it. may be done, and 
mode of payment, upon the statute law 
or the charter, by-laws or agreement. 

There are two lines of decisions on the sub- 
ject of withdrawing members: ‘The one calls 
them creditors after notice of the kind and for 
the time fixed by the by-laws shall have been 
given. Seeing, however, the remarkable plight 
in which an association based on mutualHty and 
depending generally on small monthly pay- 
ments of members might be placed, if some 
of these mutual contributors could withdraw, 
sue the associaticn and destroy it, some of the 
courts which have called these withdrawing 
members creditors have said that the execu- 
tions obtained by them may be stayed or con- 
trolled until there are funds out of which they 
can be satisfied, One of the leading cases on 
this line is that of the U. S. B. and L. Ass'‘n. 
vs, Silverman, 85 Pa., 394. The illogie of 
holding that a man is a creditor and may zet 
judgment against his debtor, but shall not col- 
lect it, is palpable. Furthermore, if they are 
really creditors, properly speaking, why do 
they not rank with outside creditors? 

The other line of authorities holds that such 
a withdrawing member does not rank as a

New Orleans, La., June 10.—The reaction of 
Saturday was followed this morning by another 
sharp decline, due to Liverpool advices show- 
ing a heavy recession. After opening 6 to 8 
points off from Saturday’s closing, our market 
declined 4 to 5 additional, the almost total ab- 
sence of rain in the cotton belt inducing free 
selling of late months by interior traders, the 
onlv support being from shorts who had sold 
last week on the bulge. Our Liverpool friends 
cable: ‘‘We expect a gradual decline, owing to 
dullness of trade and absence of speculation.’’ 
The movement continues very large, both at 
ports and the four leading interior towns, but 
in spite of bearish features the clique in New 
York continues to indulge in manipulation in 
rendering an opinion 
regarding the summer months worthless, and 
we would again caution our friends to avoid 
trading in these months, either there or in 
our market. 

Weather conditions will largely govern prices 
of next crops months and a continuation of 
drv weather for the ensuing few days will 
likely cause sagging markets while a recur- 
rence of rains would refiect in higher values. 
The trade expects the government weekly 
weather report tomorrow to show a slight im- 
provement. 


Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, June 10.—With the change in 
weather conditions for the better the Liverpool 
market which rushed up so sharply last week 
came decidedly weaker this morning.

PRICE PREDICTS SHORT CROP.

New York, June 10.—(Special.)— 
aaa pecial.)\—Theodore H. 
his, says: 

‘‘The situation in the cotton market, viewed 
in the light of recently ascertained facts, 
Promises to develop almost as strikingly as 
that of a year ago. Until the publication of 
the government report on the 3ist ult., -con- 
sumers of cotton lullel into the fancied security 
by the repeated assertion that he nex crop 
would be a large one, had been posponing their 
purchases. In addition to the assurances of 
a large crop next year, the prevailing esti- 
mate of the present crop, anywhere from 
10,250,000 to 10,500,000, and the feeling was 
that with the supply of cotton out of this 
year's crop and considerably augmented by 
the yleld for next year there was no prospect 
whatever for any scarcity at least for twelve 
months to come. Suddenly, however, the sit- 
uation has changed. The report of The New 
York Journal of Commerce, the repert of The 
New York Commercial and that of the Com- 
mercial anil Financial Chronicle are singularly 
unanimous in stating that the condition of the 
crop just planted is the worst on record. While 
the authorities above referred to agree in re- 
porting an increase of acreage varying from 
4 to 9-per cent, later advices from the south 
indicate that much of this increase in acreage 
was abandoned when it became necessary to 
replant the seed which had failed to ger- 
minate on account of the drought in Texas 
or had been washed away by the excessive 
rains in the Atlantic states. The result is 
that the cotton condition finds itself confront- 
ed by the probability of a very largely re- 
duced production next year. Of course, this 
may be changed by an exceptionally late au- 
tumn. Such an autumn as we had last year, 
and which saved us from a very short crop, 
would add materially to this year’s yield, but 
it seems hardly likely that the weather condi- 
tions in this respect will repeat themselves 
two years in succession. At present we have 
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purity and excellence.

Robert Goodbody & Co., in their weekly re- 
view of the stock market’ say: 

“Capital is plenty and the condition of trade 
good. Especially is this true of railroad busi- 
ness, because, as we have’ in these letters re- 
peated very often, the country has grown up 
to the rogds, and towns and cities have been 
built up around them. This country is the only 
one we know of which has enjoyed free trade 
in railroags. All of them were built that capi- 
tal could be found for. The first result was se- 
vere and often entirely ruinous competition 
by which, however, much the early. builders 
suffered, the country gained. There resulted 
a state of things in which better methods of 
railroad management and most conservative 
financing had to be found, and after years 
of this the roads have attained a position of 
generally marvelous prosperity, and this is so 
far stable, that we can see no way it can be 
interfered with until their stocks sell 
at prices so high that competing roads can 
be profitably built.

“Of course, however, there has been a good 
deal of speculation and it may well be that 
smeo speculators in special stocks may by 
some untoward event be forced to sell out. 
Therefore, we would counsel prudence, and 
above all that our friends should be careful 
about the merits of the stocks they buy and 
not listen creduloustly to ‘tips’ which are near- 
ly always but too freely offered by designing 
or credulous persons. Generally it is easily 
proved that low-priced, non-dividend-paying 
stocks are selling far and away higher, «®m- 
pared with their intrinsic value, than the 
higher priced and better classes of stocks. 
For instance, a lot of people seem to think 
because Southern railway stock is selling at 
34 to 35 it is cheaper than, say, Northwest at 
200. What are the facts? Southern earned, 
say, 3-4 of 1 per cent on its common Stock last 
year and Northwest at least 16 per cent. This 
means that as a dividend earner Northwest is 
worth more than 2] times as much as South- 
ern, or say, 735 to 35 for Southern. 

‘‘Of course, such an argument must be tak- 
en! with large qualifications, but surely it 
shows that Southern at 34 to 36 is not cheap. 

‘In our judgment the cheapest Granger stock 
by a long way just now is Illinois Central. 
It pays 6 per cent, and earns really about 14 
per cent, putting the balance into the road. 
For a great number of years Illinois Central 
sold above the other Grangers. There ‘were 
many faults found with the management and 
justiy fount; and the stock has suffered rel- 
atively to the others, but we are quite unable 
to see that Illinois Central is not worth 
quite as much as Rock Island and certain- 
ly within 10 per cent as mrg¢ch 
as St. Paul, and we believe that either 
Rock Island and St. Paul will come down or 
Illinois Central advance very considerably. 

‘‘Ags we said earlier in this letter, there seems 
no good reason to expect very much fall in the 
two former, and therefore we expect to see 
Illinois Central go to 155 before long. 

‘There is one stock which appears Ao us to 
be quite too dear on its merits, viz.: Metropoli- 
tan Street. It has a great business, but it is, 
we gure, not really earning its dividend, 
largely on account of the enormous price it 
paid for the Third avenue property.

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ereditor, and with the rights of such, and 
that there can be no recovery or judgment wun- 
til there shall have been shown to be funds 
out of which he is, under the statute, charter 
or by-laws, entitled to be paid. Heinbokel 
vs. National, etc., Ass’n, (Minn.), 59 N. W. 
Rep. 1050. This is a-well-considered case, in 
the course of the opinion, it is said: ‘The 
right to withdraw and to receive back what 
has been paid into the treasury by a member 
of the association exists solely by virtue of 
the by-law or the statute. If this right to re- 
ceive money out of the treasury is made to 
depend upon its condition, the right is not 
perfect or absolute until that condition ex- 
ists."" See also Association vs. Kerr (Tex.), 
3 S. W., 1020, and the later Pennsylvania 
case of Christian's appeal, 102 Pa., 18 

The supreme court of this state has taken 
position with the courts holding the last staced 
view. In Crittenden vs. Southern Home B., and 
L.. Ass'n., 111 Ga., 266-271, it is said: ‘Ji 
is incumbent upon him to show by the terms 
of his contract that his right to recover such 
withdrawal value accrued under the contract 
in connection with the by-laws,’’ etc., and the 
decision approvingly quotes from 4 Ame und 
Eng. Enc. L. (second ed.), 1046, & statement 
including the following: ‘‘No such right ex- 
ists at common law. It is founded upon stat- 
ute, charter, by-law or agreement, the terms of 
which must be complied with.”’ 

This view becomes much stronger where tne 
association was insolvent at the time the no- 
tices of intention to withdraw were given and 
its assets were subsequently placed in the 
hands of a receiver and are to be distributed 
in equity. The auditor has found that such was 
the case here, and that there never were funds 
applicable to the payment of these claimants 
of withdrawals under the by-laws. It is said 
that if these members who gave notice of in- 
tention to withdraw and whose notices had 
run for sixty days could not then collect, for 
want of funds applicable to their payment un- 
der the by-laws, nevertheless when a receiver 
was appointed, they should be paid in full in 
preference to shareholders who remained in 
the association, without attempting to with- 
draw, continued to pay and sought to carry it 
throuch. Why should they have‘such a pref- 
erence? Ag already stated, there being no 
statute of this state on the subject, and noth- 
ing in the charter, whatever right of with- 
drawal and payment they hed rested on the 
by-laws, Under them the right to require pay- 
ment to withdrawing members was limited to 
a certain part of a particular fund, unless by 
consent of the directors, which is not shown, 
They contracted with reference to that, -If 
there was no such fund applicable to their 
payment what right had they to priority of 
payment out of other funds? It is suggested 
that they contracted with a view to continued 
payments into that fund, and that when busi- 
ness ceased and the assets were taken in charge 
by the court through a receiver, their claims 
matured as debts against the general funds. 
Why? Did not the non-withdrawing members 
contract with a view to the continuance of the 
business until their shares should mature at a 
certain value? When the association failed, 
why should they not also claim to be creditors 
for the value of their stock at maturity be- 
cause they had expected a fund to be paid in 
which would mature and pay off their shares: 
Because the expectations under which all ccn- 
tracted have failed, shall one class profit by 
it and another suffer? Withdrawing members 
whose right to payment of amounts as with- 
drawal values depended on the by-laws, and 
who by reason of the want of funds to pay 
them under such by-laws, cannot be paid such 
amounts, must share in the common 
disaster, and rank only with other memuvers 
in the distribution of the funds. It has been 
said thut by s> much as they are not credi- 
tors. they are still shareholders and entitled 
to have a proportion of the assets as such in 
the distribution.

l'nited States circuit court judge of the 
fifth circuit recently, im the case already re- 
ferred to, dealt with a similar contention with 
the brief but pithy statement that to allow 
it would be ‘‘rank injustice.’’ 


Authorities Are Cited. 


I have neither time nor space in which to 
discuss at length all of the authorities cited 
by the respective sides on this question. 

I will only mention a few of these most re- 
led on by counsel fur the withdrawing mem- 

ers. 

In McNab vs. 8S. Mutual B. & Loan Ass’n, 27 
S. E. Rep., 543, it was held that the plaintiff 
was a creditor and entitled to recover in the 
action then being considered. Cf that de- 
cision several remarks may be made. = Only 
two questions seem to have been raised: (1) 
Whether a non-suit shovld have been grant- 
ed, on the grund that the plaintiff was a 
shareholder, and as such could not maintain 
this action. 12) Because the _ relation of 


debtor +nd creditor was not established be- 
tween the plaintiff and the defendant assocta- 
tion by reason of the fact that he,yhad surren- 
dered his stock and given notice of sixty days 
to take withdrawal value thereof in cash. The 
suit wes begun before any receiver had been 
appointed in South Carolina and after a re- 
ceiver wag appointed in here, he intervened 
and defended; but the questions adjudicated 
were as between the withdrawing member and 
the association, as if there were no receiver- 
ship. The insolvency and receivership are men- 
tioned passinglv; but ro point seems to have 
been raised as to the effect of the insolvency; 
nor was there any consideration of the equi- 
ties between shareholders upon a distribution 
of the assets, where they are insufficient to 
pay all in full. Nor was any by-law limit- 
ing the amount which could be required to be 
applied to withdrawals apparently before the 
court. If it had been held that there could 
be a recovery in spite of the by-law, the de- 
cision would have been in conflict with that 
of the supreme court of Georgia (supra). 

In National Guarantee Loan Co. vs. Yeat- 
man (Ala.), 25 Southern Rep. 1003, the rul- 
ing was that ‘‘Where a shareholder in a loan 
association asks for and is given a statement 
of his account on withdrawal, the by-laws pro- 
viding for payment of the withdrawal value 
on thirty days’ notice which is given, and 
there are sufficient withdrawal funds to pay 
him, the undertaking to pay such 
value is unconditional, and the share- 


holder may recover it by action.’’ 
Whether there were such funds was left to the 
jury. Here there are no ‘‘withdrawal funds,”’ 
but all must look to the general fund. Besides 
that was a going concern. But so far as ap- 
plicable, it does not sustain the present con- 
tention on behalf of those claiming priority. 

In the case of Southern B. & L. AES’n Vs. 
Price, (Md). 4! Atlantic Rep., 53. it appeared 
that a withdrawing shareholder in Maryland 
sued the association, and it set up that it could 
not perform its contract because its assets 
had been seized by a receiver appointed in 
Tennes32e, Held, thit this was not aA good 
defense on behalf of the association; that the 
Maryland courts would not send litigants from 
that state to a foreign state to litigate with 
a foreigi receiter; that the appointment of 
a receiver in «nother state had no extra-ter- 
ritorial force; that the claim thus became 
due as against the defendant; and that the as- 
sociation was Hable, Again there was no ques-

main body of the decision is of Sem 
doubtful correctness (Thorryson on Building 
Assnns (2d ed.) r. 79, section 46, et seq.) 
and therefore what was said in ft merely ar- 
guendo, ‘n trying to support a doubtful change 
of by-law, is herdly of very great weight. I 
have not time to digress ‘o discuss the merits 
of that decision. Suffice ft to say the question 
was entirely different frcm that here involved; 
but even there it was said that the plaintiff 
must allege and show that there were funds to 
pay withdrawals under the by-laws. 

2. The next general question made is as 
to the status of certain versons holding cer- 
tifleates of such a peculiar nature and char- 
acter that they are claimed to stand rather as 
creditors than as stockholders. The auditor 
so found and held that they were entitled to 
rank as creditors. He reported, in effect, that 
he would not have so held but that he felt 
that the question was concluded by the de- 
cision in Cook vs, Equitable B. & L. Ass'n, 104 
Ga., 815 (5). 828 (5). 

I cannot concur with the auditor, as to the 
effect of the decision in the Cook case. The 
writer of this opinion presided on the trial of 
that case. There was no suit on any certifi- 
cate of paid up stock. and no claim for judg- 
ment or of priority on it. In that case a wife 
who held land under her deceased husband 
(who was a borrowing stockholder, hplding or- 
dinary installment stock), was sued ‘to subject 
the land for his debt. Among other defenses 
the defendant set up that the conveyance made 
to secure the loan was void for usury: that 
plaintiff although nominally a building and 
loan association was not one within the men - 
ing of the law, and was no conducting its 
business as ruch: that it combin with rome 
of the features of such an association those 
of a corporation of a different cnaracter: ane 
that the general scheme or plan upon which it 
was operated embraced wsurious designs. (See 
104 Ga., 819). The questions of fact were sub- 
mitted to a jury, under the decision in ‘Butler 
vs. Mutual Aid, etc... Co., 94 Ga., 562. The 
jury found for the plaintiff. From the refusal 
of a new trial, exception was taken, and what 
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was said by the supreme court as to the paid up 
stock with guaranteed dividends, was said in 
discussing the general character of the’ asso- 
ciation. 

It might also be sugg2sted that the printed 
by-laws of th association then under consi41- 
eration (though not set out in the cecision), 
contaired this clause: ‘‘This stock can be with- 
drawn at anv time by giving the association 
ninety (90) days’ notice, the asseéciation re- 
serving the same privilege to call it in. In 
either case the hoider is to receive one hundred 
dullers for each share.’ (This fixed dividend 
stock does not participate tn the profits of the 
association. bu: is, as its name indicates, a 
straight 7 per cent investment.) 

In the present case, the resolution of the 
board of directors, under which the shares held 
by the auditor to be in effect certificates of 
indebtedness were issued, provides that the 
holéers were ‘‘to be allcwed to withdraw on 
sixty (60) days’ notice, after one year, under 
the ysual co diticns of withdrawal. 

Now one of ‘‘the usual conditions of with- 
drawals’’ is that rot more than one-half of the 
amount paid into the loan fund in any one 
month should be required to be used for the 
payment ot withdrawals without the consent 
of the board of directors, as already discussed. 

Unless the question were concluded by some 
decision of the supreme court, or were express- 
ly controlled by statute, I should hesitate long 
before holding that a number of people can 
join a building and loan association, take 
shares in it (regardless of whether they pay 
in advance or bv installments) call themselves 
shareholders, have the privilege of voting as 
such, be subject to the by-laws, and in fact 
be part and parcel of a concern which has no 
right to exist and a business, and make loans 
on the usual plan of building and loan asso- 
ciations, without coming in conflict with the 
usury laws of the state, except on the basis 
of mutuality and equality, and yet when the 
enterprise fails, discover that they are credl- 
tors, with the right of priority of payment of 
the full amount of their shares. In Kirklin vs. 
Atlas Savings & Loan Ass'n, 107 Ga., 313, it 
was held that where the charter of a building 
and loan assoctation authorized it to issue 
both installment stock and also stock wholly 
or in part prepald,’’ and no preference is given 
to the holder of the prepaid stock over other 
classes, such e@ system does not contravene the 
law of building and loan associations. as to 
mutuality.’’ In the decision stress is laid on 
the fact that no preference was given. 

In the present case, there is no power in the 
charter to issue any stock having preference 
over other stock, nor «o the by-laws provide 
for preference in paying the face value of the 
shares. Suppose some creditor of the holder 
of one of these certificates should seck t) con- 
demn it, and should garnish the association, 
what would be the indebtedness and for what 
could the creditor take judgment against it? 
Certainly he could not declare the debt due. 
Nor could he demand that the shareholder 
withdraw. And if he could nothing would be 
due him except ‘‘under the usual condition of 
withdrawals.’’ 

While the substance rather than the form 
is to be regarded in determining whether a cer- 
tificate represents a debt or shares of stock, 
yet what the contracting parties called the pa- 
per, anl what thev tnterded and meant it to 
be, and the.duties and rights conferred by them 
upon the holder of it, furnish indicia as to its 
nature, : 

In the case of Savannah. etc., Co. vs. Sil- 
verhung. 108 Ga., 281, the company under 
consideration was not a building and loan asso- 
clation. The certificate held to represent an 
indebtedness was quite different from those 
involved here. It certified that the holder 
(naming him) was entitled to one share of the 
preferred stock of the company (naming? it), 
of the par value of $50 per share: that he was 
entitled to receive a dividend of 8 per cent 
per annum. pavable semi-annuallv; that the 
stock should not participate in any dividends 
over and above the 8 ner cent; that the holder 
could not vote at meetings: and ‘‘that the en- 
tire issue of this preferred stock shall he re- 
tired by the company on Jarfuary |. 1897, *t 
its face value, but the company reserves the 
right to retire the same or any part thereof 
at anv time after two vears from date upon 
givine three months’ notice thereof in one of 
the Savannah newspapers.” 

Here was a fixed amount due at a time cer- 
tain. with the privilege in the company to 
“retire’’ it sooner, bearing a fixed rate of in- 
terest. and without the right of voting in the 

older. 
’ “yn the decision it is said that ‘‘whether the 
holder of a certificate issued by a corporation 
is a member of such corporation. or wrether 
the certificate is simply evidence of a debt 
due by the corporation to the holder, Is one 
which denends upon the peculiar facts of each 
ease.’’ Much emphasis is laid upon the fact 
that the certificate then under consideration 
nrovided that the holder had no right to vote 
in corporate meetings. a right which, while 
not absolutely essentig] to being a stockhold- 
er. is usually enjoyed bv one. 

Now look at the certificates under consid- 
eretion in this case. 

Their face was in the following form: 

“This certifies that of ——=—m gtate of 
—___—. ig a stockholder of the Southern Mutual 
Ruilding & s0an Association of Atlanta, Ga.. 
and has subscribed for and is the owner and 
holder of shares of fullv paid stock, class 
D. of the par value of $100 each. for which 
$100 yer rchare has been paid. This certifi- 
cate {s igsued to and accepted by the holder 
hereof wnon the terms and conditions set forth 
in the by-laws of said assdciation."’ 

On the back was vnwrinted the 
“Pylly paid stock shall be sold for $100 per 
chare. This stock shall bear a 7 per cent 
guaranteed Aividend. payable 314 per cent semi- 
annually. This stock can be withdrawn at any 
time from the date thereof after one vear, un- 
der the usual conditions of withdrawal, upon 
giving 60 days’ notice in writing to the home 
office and the holder shall be entitled to receive 
$100 per share thereon. the dividends having 
been paid previouslv. Tn consideration of the 
guaranteed dividend of 7 per cent the pur- 
chaser watves all participation in further 
nrofits end agrees to accept the face value of 
the stock upon withdrawal. The director may 
require any certificate to be withdrawn after 
three years.’’ . 

This certificate nurnorted to certifv that the 

holder was a stockholder, not a creditor. The 
amount of it was not due at anv definite time. 
It was distinctly declared to be ‘‘issued and 
accepted by the holder hereof upon the terms 
ana corlitions set forth in the bv-laws of said 
association.’’ In other words, the holder was 
not declared in terms to be a stockholder. but 
to emphasize it, he was expressiv declared 
to he sublect to the by-laws as such. In the 
by-laws. (article 5. section 6). It wae provided 
that ‘‘Fach shereholder shall be entitled to ong 
vote for every share held bv him or her.’’ ete. 
Now having declared him to be a shareholder, 
nlaced him under the bv-laws and given him 
a right to vote as a shareholder, how does 
he get to be a creditor? The mere 
withdrawal did not make him such. 
did. everv shareholder in the association is a 
creditor, and there are no shareholders. Is the 
right to vote in meetings of shareholders con- 
sistent with the idea of being a mere cred- 
itor? 

The decisions as to the nower to allow pref- 
erences to certain shareholders seem not to be 
perfectly uniform. In England {t was ex- 
presslv. provided for by act of parliament 
passed in 1874. and there are American au- 
thorities Hikewise sustaining such preferences. 
There are also strong American’ decisions 
against it, at least as to the renayment of 
dues paid or advanced, upon Insolvency, but 
some of the authorities appear to look to the 
charter, or by-laws or contract to determine 
the question, while others take the broader 
view that inequalities in the way of paving 
off. one. stockholder in a building and loan 
asso-iation in full and leaving others to suffer 
the lorses fs contrary to the fundamental idea 
of such associations or to public policy. 

The followine authorities. cited in the brief 
of counsel, ‘vill throw light on this subject:

In the Jast -cited case, the court said: ‘'T 
wish it to be considered that IT decide the case 
upon this princicle: That when there is a 
provision for preferential dividends. but no 
provision for the division of the capital. upon 
the breaking un of the concern any sur- 
plus must be distributed among the sharehold- 
ers according to their capital without refer- 
ence to their rights in respect to dividends.’’ 
And this, too, wags not a building and loan as- 
sociation.

In the able discussion of the subject in 
Thompscn on Building Associations, sec. 129, 
supra. the author quotes the followfng from a 
decision of the supreme court of this state: 
‘The interest of the borrower, as well as the 
accumulator, will have to be sedulously guard- 
ed and protected. otherwise they (the asso- 
elation) will forfeit the piblic confidence and 
cease to nrosner.”’ Bibb Co., Loan Ass’n vs. 
Richard. 21 Ga.. §92. 

Speaking of decisions sustaining such a pref- 
erence, the author says: ‘‘Tn the event of in- 
solvehcy, such a rule fall« heavily en the or- 
dinary member and espe@ially on the borrow- 
eT. ‘ . . Tied to the association in tts ad- 
versity bv his loan, its misfortunes rest most 
heavily on him... . . While the senti- 
ment of his situation apreals strongly. vet 
the proposition is -roader in that the equality 
in the membership—a prime factor—in these 
institutions is impaired by the granting of a 
preference to this extent.’’ 

But even if there were power to !ssue pref- 
erential stock in this association, I have en- 
deavore4’ te show that It has not been done, 
and certainiv that the holders of the certifi- 
entes were shareholders, not creditors to the 
par valie of the shares.

supra, it Jj said: ‘"The insolvency of such an 
institution is sul g-neris. There can be, strict- 
ly speaxing, no insolvency, for the only cred- 
itors are the stockholders by virtue of their 
stock. The so-called insclvency is such a con- 
dition of the affairs of the association as re- 
duces the available and collectible funds below 
the level of the amount of stock already paid 
in. The association is said to be insolvent 
when it cannot pay back to its stockholders the 
amount of their actual contributions, dollar 
for dollar.’’ 

The report of the auditor shows the facts 
which he found; and whether the word ‘'‘in- 
solvent’’ is applicable in ‘its ordinary sense or 
not, is rather an academic than a practical 
question. Ths assoctation is and was unable 
tc carry out the purposes of its inccrporation, 
or to pa'ty back to its stockholders the amounts 
of their contributions, or the amount it agreed 
to pay them. In fact there were some out- 
side debts also, but they have been settied 
since the receiver was appointed. I may re- 
mark, however, that if building and loan as- 
sociaticns abandon the idea om which they 
originated and go into the businces of borrow- 
ing money and relending it. they may soon 
acquire the ability to become inrcivent both 
with respect to stockhclders and also with re- 
epect to outsiders. 

4. There is one part of the report of the 
auditcr which is evidently a mere yerbal mis- 
take. As written, it appears thus: ‘‘Where 
the dividends equal or are in excess of the ar- 
rearag’s, or where in any event the arrear- 
ages will exceed the divider.ds on the account 
to the credit of the stockholder in the lean 
fund, no accounting for the dividend and no 
payment should be made to that stockholder, 
and his name shovld be eliminated frem the 
list, and no accourting had as to him.’’ 

What the aucitor doubtless meant was that 
where the arrearages, or balance chargeable 
against a shareholder was equal to or greater 
than the amount of dividend which would on 
final distribution be otherwise payatle to him, 
no payment of any dividend should be made 
to him. This is a mere verbal inaccuracy, and 
is corrected; \but it requires no re-reference 
or jury trial. 

5. There are a number of special exceptions 
by shareholders whe claim to occupy pcceuliar 
positions; but it is unnecessary to g0 over 
them in detail. Suffice it to say that 1 see no 
error in the avuditor’s rulings in regard to 
them. Nor do I think there is any ground for 
a re-reference of the cage. 

6. Lastly, there are certain 
the Bates-Farley Savings Bank. 

On this branch of the ‘ase I am unable to 
agree with the auditor.. In the first place, 
it was error to allow the receivers, to be made 
parties plaintiff to the petition, over objection 
properly, urged. In the next place, plaintiffs 
alleged that certain notes were made by the 
association or its officers, and detivered to the 
bank together with certain shares of stock 

to which notice of withdrawal had been 
given. The bank admitted the giving of the 
notes and the delivery to it of the shares; but 
the parties differed as to the nature of the 
transaction. The auditor found that there 
were no notes given, partly no doubt because 
none were introduced. But both parties having 
solemnly admitted theif being given, it was 
unnecessary to produce them. It appeared 
thet there was a resolution of the board of 
directors of the assocfation authorizing the 
borrowing money to pay withdrawals, and 
under it the officers were purporting to act. 
The auditor held that when shares: vere trans- 
ferred to the association for withdrawal only, 
it could not lawfully re-issue them; and in this 
he was right. He held thdt the bank, under 
the circumstances shown by the evidence, ac- 
quired no title unless the original holders 
ratified the attempted transfer by receiving 
money from it. Of this there was no evidence; 
nor that the original holders knew anything 
about the transfers, sO as to ratify them. If 
the bank got no title, they coula hardly be 
Stockholders. If the bank advanced money to 
pay off withdrawals and took notes for the 
amount, and took stock also, that 1t was repaid 
its money and interest furnished no ground for 
recovery against it, even if it held the certifi- 
cates illegally, they having been finally sur- 
rendered; and even if it received more than 
it ought to have been paid, that would not 
authorize the kind of recovery here sought or 
had. Nor was the common directorship of one 
person in two corporations alone sufficient to 
charge the bank with notice of the condition 
and transactions of the assoclation. 4 Thomp- 
son on Corps.. sec. 5214, 5219. This is quite 
different from actual notice to the executive 
officer, acting for the corporation, or knowl- 
edge by the officer himself making the trans- 
fer to the corporation or degling with it for 
himself as in 410 Ga., 887 (3); 109 Ga., 
712. As to the claim that the president of 
the association used the money to pay his 
individual debt, I do not think the right of 
recovery 1s made out. But if it were, it would 
appertain rather to a receiver than §o0 original 
plaintif’s. Where a third perscn is in posses- 
sion of property rhich it is sought to bring 
into a receiver's Tlands, he may sue for it if 
duly authorized, or the bill or petition may 
be amended so as to make the holder a party 
and ask to have the. recetvership§ex- 
tended: iover the property Beac on 
Receivers, sec. 16; ... Storv Eq. Juris., 
sec, 833b, But I’ do not understand that to 
an equitable petition, the-purpose of which is 
to wind up a bnitding and loan association 
and reach a settlement among shareholders, 
all mere debtors of the association (not stock- 
holders), or outside parties who have been 
wrongfully paid money, or overpaid, can be 
cag parties defendant.
